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Happy  Birthday^  Bradley 

With  much  fanfare  and  jubilation,  Bradley  University  celebrated 

the  beginning  of  its  hundredth  year 


One  hundred  years.  The  founding 
of  Bradley.  The  turn  of  the  century. 
The  Great  Wars.  The  Korean  Con- 
flict. The  Vietnam  Conflict.  The  Fall 
of  Communism.  One  hundred 
years. 

One  hundred  years.  That  is  five 
times  the  average  age  of  many  of 
Bradley's  students.  In  1947,  the  time 
of  Bradley's  fiftieth  birthday,  the 
Cold  War  had  just  begun,  Elvis 
Presley  had  not  yet  been  discovered, 
and  Harry  Truman  was  President. 
After  one  hundred  years  of  Bradley, 
the  Cold  War  had  ended,  Elvis 
Presley  v^as  gone,  and  Bill  Clinton 
was  President. 

When  Lydia  Moss  Bradley 
founded  Bradley  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute in  1897,  what  was  her  vision? 
Did  she  imagine  what  Bradley 
University  could  come  to  represent? 
Did  she  imagine  that,  even  after  one 
hundred  years,  Bradley  would  be 
respected  in  the  major  fields  of  the 
modern  world? 

Lydia  Moss  Bradley  was  a  vision- 
ary; when  her  story  is  told,  she  is 
referred  to  as  "a  woman  ahead  of 
her  time."  Ms.  Bradley  founded  a 
school  that  would  survive — survive 
economic  boom  and  disaster,  survive 
for  one  hundred  years. 

1997  marked  the  beginning  of 
Bradley's  Centennial  year.  To 
celebrate  the  occasion,  many  special 
events  were  planned.  The  Founders' 


Dav  celebration  was  well-attended 
by  students,  faculty,  and  members  of 
Peoria's  community.  Homecoming 
week  was  filled  with  festivities, 
ranging  from  Bradley's  version  of 
MTV's  Si)iglcd  Out  to  the  men's 
basketball  win  versus  Creighton. 
The  Theatre  Department  scheduled 
the  Centennial  theatre  season, 
performing  specially  selected  shows 
that  represented  the  tradition  of  the 
University.  Many  guest  speakers 
were  planned  to  celebrate  the 
intellectual  aspect  of  Bradley. 

Student  life  in  1897  was  quite 
different  from  student  life  today. 
When  Bradley  was  founded,  the  two 
main  academic  buildings  were 
Westlake  and  Bradley  Halls.  When 
Bradley  turned  one  hundred, 
academic  buildings  were  spread 
from  Main  Street  to  Barker  Avenue. 
In  1897,  one  of  few  concentrations  at 
Bradley  was  horology,  or  watch 
making.  In  1997,  a  total  of  more 
than  ninety  different  majors  and 
concentrations  were  available  in  five 
different  colleges. 

Bradley's  Centennial  logo,  which 
was  designed  around  a  rose, 
adorned  everything  from  Bradley 
sports  uniforms  to  specially-pro- 
duced Pepsi  cans.  The  logo  itself  is 
symbolic  of  Bradley's  glories.  The 
rose  in  bloom  signifies  Bradley's 
past  and  present,  proud  to  show  the 
world  its  accomplishments.  The 
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rosebud  represents  Bradley's  prom- 
ising future,  ready  to  present  itself  in 
all  its  splendor. 

One  hundred  years.  One  hundred 
years  of  growth,  of  questions  an-

"Bradley  Park  was  the 
perfect  location  for  our  all-hall  picnic," 
commented  freshman  physical  therapy 
major  Becky  Fisher,  who  was  also  the 
Association  of  Residence  Halls  representa- 
tive for  University  Hall.  "There  were 
plenty  of  activities  to  do  while  we  waited 
for  the  food  to  cook!"  Watching  the  Peoria 
Riverman,  the  Peoria  Chiefs,  or  one  of 
Bradley's  athletic  teams  was  another  way 
students  got  out  of  their  rooms  and  off 
campus.

Body  art,  which  includes  tattoos  and 
bociy  piercing,  has  become  a  new  trend 
among  people  of  all  ages,  especially  young 
adults.  Becoming  much  more  popular  in 
the  1970's,  body  art  grew  with  the  punk 
movement.  It  was  seen  by  many  as  a 
means  of  expression. 

Many  people  chose  to  use  body  art  as  a 
way  of  being  different  or  as  a  method  to 
bring  out  qualities  unique  to  themselves. 
Some  individuals  chose  body  art  as  a  form 
of  rebellion,  either  against  their  parents  or 
society.  "I  went  a  whole  summer  before 
my  parents  noticed  my  tattoo,"  bragged 
Mike  Supak,  a  freshman  AEP  major.  It 
was  also  a  form  of  personal  gratification. 
Some  people  rewarded  themselves  for  big 
accomplishments,  like  landing  a  good  job 
or  graduating  from  school,  by  getting  a 
tattoo  that  symbolized  an  important  aspect 
of  their  life.  Others  opted  for  body  art  just 
because— for  independence  or  due  to 
boredom. 

Naval  piercing  was  not  the  only  popular 
form  of  piercing  this  year.  Other  areas 
included  eyebrows,  nose,  tongue,  lips, 
many  parts  of  the  ear,  chin  and  nipples.  "I 
don't  understand  how  people  can  eat  with 
something  attached  to  their  lip,"  said  junior 
public  relations  major  Jeff  Brown.  The 
procedure  for  most  piercings  was  similar  to 
that  of  the  naval.  Ears  were  generally  done 
with  a  gun,  with  the  cartilage  being  more 
painful  to  pierce  than  the  lobes.  Most 
piercings  on  the  face  were  more  painful 
due  to  extra  sensitivity. 

"I  decided  to  get  my  naval  pierced 
because  it  wasn't  permanent,"  said  fresh- 
man undecided  business  major  Lisa 
Giametta.  "I  can  always  take  my  belly 
button  ring  out,  and  no  one  sees  my  naval 
unless  I  want  them  to,  so  it  won't  be  an 
issue  in  my  future  profession." 

Tattoos  are  now  found  on  everyone  from 
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bikers  to  business  professionals.  In  the 
early  70's,  many  tattoos  were  done  at  home 
by  non-professionals.  Currently,  tattoo 
artists  are  required  to  be  certified,  and  for 
that  reason,  tattoos  can  be  expensive.  The 
larger  and  more  detailed  a  tattoo,  the  more 
expensive  it  became.  Adding  color  to  a 
tattoo  also  increased  the  price.  Tattooing, 
unlike  body  piercing,  was  a  lengthy  and 
tedious  process. 

Although  tattoo  artists  and  body  piercers 
cleaned  the  areas  involved,  there  were  still 
other  risks.  Beside  the  risk  of  immediate 
infection,  the  person  being  pierced  or 
tattooed  ran  the  risk  of  contracting  blood 
borne  diseases,  such  as  AIDS  or  hepatitis. 

One  of  the  biggest  decisions  about  body 
art  was  where  it  should  be  done.  There 
were  many  tattoo  shops  in  the  area,  so  the 
best  procedure  for  deciding  on  one  was  to 
ask  for  recommendations  from  others.  "I 
got  my  tattoo  done  at  home,  but  even  then, 
I  asked  many  people  about  their  experi- 
ences before  I  went,"  said  freshman 
nursing  major  Sarah  Jones.  Professional 
shops  should  include  a  working  autoclave, 
or  small  oven-like  machine  that  cleans  and 
sterilizes  equipment.  Also,  gloves  and 
fresh  needles  should  have  been  used  for 
each  procedure.  Signs  of  membership  in 
the  Alliance  of  Professional  Tattooists  or 
the  Association  of  Professional  Piercers 
showed  that  the  artists  cared  about  their 
work  and  their  reputation. 

Body  art  became  one  of  the  biggest  forms 
of  social  expression  on  campus.  "\  don't 
like  body  art  that  is  visible  at  all  times," 
commented  junior  accounting  major 
Amanda  Smith,  who  has  a  naval  ring 
herself.  "I  guess  that  is  up  to  the  indi- 
vidual to  decide  though."  And  being  an 
individual  was  what  body  art  was  all 
about.

Construction  was  abundant  throughout  campus  as  the 
University  updated  old  facilities  and  added  new 


Construction  of  Bradley's 
campus  began  on  April  22, 
1897.  The  cost  for  Bradley's 
first  two  buildings,  Bradley 
Hall  and  Westlake  Hall,  was 
only  $105,494.  Both  Bradley 
and  the  costs  of  construction 
have  grown  since  then;  the  new 
parking  deck  alone  had  a  price 
tag  of  $5  million. 

Bradley  continued  its  tradi- 
tion of  growth  and  change 
during  the  year  with  a  number 
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of  campus  construction 
projects.  These  ranged  in  size 
from  the  addition  of  shrubs  and 
small  walls  in  front  of  Bradley 
Hall  to  the  construction  of  the 
Visitor's  Center. 

Funded  by  a  $7.5  million 
federal  grant,  the  Global 
Communications  Center  (GCC) 
became  home  to  the  Henry 
Pindell  Slane  College  of  Com- 
munications and  Fine  Arts  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Housed  in  the  building  were 
five  computer  labs,  along  with  a 
teleconferencing  room  and  a 
television  studio.  Although  it 


took  most  of  first  semester  to 
get  the  technology  running,  the 
facility  was  a  positive  addition 
to  the  campus.  Junior  advertis- 
ing major  Becky  Gilman  said, 
"I  like  the  convenience  of  the 
GCC  and  all  of  the  technologi- 
cal advances  they  have  made." 

Adjacent  to  the  GCC,  a  new 
690-space  parking  deck  was 
added  to  campus.  Of  all  the 
construction  on  campus,  the 
parking  deck  had  the  greatest 
effect  on  day-to-day  life. 
Duryea  Avenue  was  closed 
most  of  second  semester,  and  a 
section  of  College  Street  was 


completely  eliminated.  Bradlex 
leased  parking  spaces  from 
surrounding  facilities  to  make 
up  for  spaces  lost  to  the  con- 
struction site.  Campus  visitors 
and  students  taking  evening 
classes  had  the  luxury  of 
parking  in  faculty  and  staff 
spaces  from  4:15  p.m.  to  5:00 
a.m.  each  day. 

Freshman  civil  engineering 
major  Robi  Higham  especially 
enjoyed  the  addition  of  the 
parking  deck.  "It  was  exciting 
to  see  the  levels  being  added 
after  all  of  the  talk  about  the 
deck,"  said  Higham. 

Another  large  construction 
project  on  campus  was  the 
Visitor's  Center.  The  14,000- 
square  foot  building  became 
home  to  the  Admissions  Office, 
Distribution,  Records,  an 
Alumni  Recruiting  Office,  and  a 
Graduate  School  office.  "We 


'ere  seeing  approximately  40 
isitors  every  Monday  and 
riday,"  said  Mary  Lou 
mssen,  campus  visit  coordina- 
)r  for  the  Admissions  Office, 
rhere  were  'standing  room 
nly'  days  more  than  once.  We 
re  very  excited  that  we  have

Other  features  of  the  build- 
ig  included  a  44-seat  theatre 
nd  an  automatic  teller  ma- 
rine. The  Visitor's  Center  was 
Dnnected  to  the  Bookstore  by  a 
Dvered  walkway.

The  Hartmann  Center  was  a  busy  place  as  the  Theatre  Department 
redefined  their  reputation  with  some  daring  performances 


Often  overlooked,  but  seldom 
underestimated,  the  Theatre  Depart- 
ment took  Bradley  University's 
Centennial  season  by  storm.  From 
obscure  play  selections,  to  gender- 
bending  casting  choices,  the  tiepart- 
ment  was  determined  to  be  different 
while  being  effective,  entertaining, 
and  even  educational.  "There  was 
definitely  a  better  reaction  from  the 
audience  this  year  than  there  was 
last  year,"  observed  sophomore 
theatre  major  Jeff  Mahacek.  "We 
were  also,  as  a  department,  closer 
than  we  were  last  year." 

The  innovative  season  began  with 
"As  You  Like  It,"  Shakespeare's 
beloved  tale  of  ardent  lovers  in  the 
magical  forest  of  Arden.  Junior 
radio/ television  major  Gina  Post 
described  the  play  as  a  "romantic 
comedy  that  had  enough  theatrical 
imagination  and  magic  to  awaken 
any  audience  member's  spirit." 
Using  minimal  set  pieces,  precision 
staging,  and  ladders  and  boxes 
hidden  within  the  set,  the  joyous 
production  ultimately  established 
the  connection  between  the  theatre 
and  the  real  world. 

Next,  the  theatrical  troupe  per- 
formed a  trivial  comedy  for  serious 
people —  Oscar  Wilde's  1984  master- 
piece, "The  Importance  of  Being 
Earnest."  Director  and  faculty 
member  Nina  LeNoir  contended 
that  the  setting  of  this  play  "is  only 
two  years  older  than  Bradley." 


Regarded  as  one  of  the  most  popular 
comedies  in  the  English  language, 
the  play  is  also  considered  a  prime 
example  of  the  English  tradition  of 
surreal  humor. 

The  group  then  broke  some  racial 
and  gender  boundaries  with  Bertolt 
Brecht's  "The  Good  Person  of 
Sichuan."  With  color-  and  gender- 
blind  casting,  the  department  gave  a 
new  spin  on  an  epic  classic.  Many 
argued  that  color-  and  gender-blind 
casting  was  a  pivotal  move  and  wise 
choice  for  the  Theatre  Department. 
As  one  audience  member  argued, 
"One  should  not  be  cast  for  their 
color,  gender,  age,  or  even  sexuality. 
One  should  be  cast  for  their  talent." 

The  ensemble  bookcased  the 
season  with  a  parody  of  Shakespeare 
and  his  art,  Ann-Marie  MacDonald's 
feminist  comedy,  "Good  Night 
Desdamona  (Good  Morning  Juliet)." 
This  show,  projecting  the  heroines  in 
a  new  light,  explored  the  effects  of 
gender  and  societal  expectations  on 
the  process  of  identity  construction. 

This  year  the  Bradley  Theatre 
Department  dealt  with  some  heavy 
topics.  "The  atmosphere  in  the 
department  was  really  great, 
though,"  observed  freshman  theatre 
major  Cari  Zamost.  "You  know  the 
people  you  are  working  with  really 
care  about  you."  Perhaps  the  most 
impressive  element  of  the  season 
was  the  company's  ability  to  re- 
enhance  the  classics  with  a  contem- 


porary message.  John  Zumbrock,  a 
sophomore  theatre  major,  said,  "The 
season's  theatre  selections  were 
chosen  specifically  for  their  educa- 
tional value  and  their  merit  in 
political  and  social  commentary."

Friendships  and  Relationships 
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STRUGglirig  to  the  Top 

Kerri  Strug  leads  United  States  Gymnastics  to  the  Gold 


Even  though  she  came  all  the 
way  from  Tucson,  Arizona, 
Kerri  Strug  still  looked  at  home 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  at  the 
Centennial  Olympic  Games. 
Strug  became  perhaps  the 
biggest  hero  in  the  1996  Olym- 
pics. Even  though  she's  only 
four  feet,  nine  inches  tall,  she 
gained  the  respect  and  adora- 
tion that  any  other  athlete  could 
obtain. 

This  year's  US  women's 
gymnastics  team  was  highly 
favored  to  win  the  gold  medal. 
The  team  consisted  of  seven 
solid  athletes  which  included 
Strug.  After  trailing  the  Rus- 
sians on  the  first  day,  the  US 
team  dazzled  the  world  and 
took  the  lead  on  the  second.  No 
American  gymnast  scored 
lower  than  a  9.6  on  any  event. 
When  the  final  event  came,  the 
vault,  it  was  assumed  this 
apparatus  would  anchor  the 
American's  score,  and  give 
them  the  gold.  Team  member 
Shannon  Miller  went  first  but 
took  a  short  hop  on  her  landing. 
Dominique  Moceanu  went  next 
but  fell  flat  on  her  back  on  both 
attempts.  Strug  was  up  next 
and  she  needed  a  score  of  9.6  or 
better  to  win.  The  pressure  was 
on. 

After  her  first  vault,  she 
landed  on  her  heels,  staggered 
backward,  and  crashed.  But 
that  wasn't  the  most  devastat- 
ing part.  During  her  landing, 
she  rolled  over  onto  her  left 
ankle.  "I  heard  something 
snap,"  she  later  said.  The 
world  held  its  breath  as  Strug 
limped  around  the  mats  trying 


to  shake  off  the  pain.  She  asked 
her  coach,  Bela  Karolyi,  if  she 
had  to  do  the  second  vault.  He 
left  the  decision  up  to  her. 
Knowing  what  she  had  to  do, 
she  went  for  the  second  vault. 
Strug  raced  down  the  runway, 
soared  over  the  horse,  and 
against  all  instinct,  landed  flat 
on  her  two  feet.  A  horrible 
grimace  spread  across  her  face 
as  she  raised  her  arms  and  then 
collapsed  onto  the  mat.  Gold  or 
not,  her  last  vault  said  more 
than  any  medal  ever  could. 

Kerri  Strug  was  inspired  at  a 
young  age  by  her  older  sister 
Lisa  to  go  into  gymnastics.  She 
enrolled  in  classes  and  com- 
peted in  her  first  meet  at  the 
age  of  eight.  After  more  and 
more  competitions,  and  more 
and  more  medals,  she  left 
Tucson  to  train  in  Houston  with 
Bela  Karolyi,  a  well-known 
Romanian  coach,  at  thirteen. 
Training  with  Karolyi  proved 
worthwhile  as  Strug  became  the 
youngest  athlete  at  the  1992 
Olympic  games.  After  some 
injuries  and  a  disappointing 
Olympic  turnout  however, 
Strug  thought  it  was  time  to 
quit.  She  went  back  to  high 
school  and  graduated  with  her 
class  in  1995.  She  earned  a 
place  at  UCLA  and  planned  on 
going  to  college  when  she 
unexpectedly  decided  to  go 
back  and  train  with  Bela.  In 
March  of  1996,  she  won  the 
America's  Cup  title  and 
showed  everyone  that  she  was 
indeed  back  to  stay.  In  the  1996 
Olympic  trials,  she  placed 
second.  She  was  a  strong 


addition  to  the  US  team,  but  no 
one  ever  could  have  predicted 
the  spotlight  that  she  would 
create  for  herself. 

After  her  second  vault,  she 
was  immediately  whisked  away 
by  paramedics  who  put  her  on 
a  stretcher,  waiting  to  be 
transported  to  the  hospital.  But 
Strug  did  not  want  to  leave  yet. 
She  wanted  to  be  there  to 
receive  her  first  Olympic  gold 
medal.  The  rest  of  the  team 
would  not  let  her  leave  either. 
Wondering  about  her  condition 
and  whereabouts,  the  team 
refused  to  proceed  to  the  medal 
stand  without  her.  So,  doing 
the  only  thing  a  coach  could, 
Karolyi  swooped  up  the  injured 
gymnast  in  his  arms  and 
carried  her  to  the  podium. 
Reunited,  the  American  team 
marched  out  as  a  group,  Strug 
and  Karolyi  last. 

Kerri  Strug  became,  without 
a  doubt,  an  unexpected  hero. 
Her  bravery  and  determina- 
tion paid  off  and  gave  her 
something  nothing  else  could. 
The  qualities  she  displayed  on 
that  July  23rd  night  will  stay 
with  her  the  rest  of  her  life. 
The  aftermath  of  the  events 
could  best  be  described  as  a 
whirlwind  of  appearances  and 
benefits  in  her  honor.  Strug 
commented  later  to  the  press, 
"When  you  do  well,  you  think 
it's  worth  it.  When  you 
sacrifice  so  much  and  you 
finally  do  well,  it  feels  really 
good."  She  spoke  like  a  true 
hero.

On  July  27,  1996,  during  the 
Atlanta  Olympic  games,  a  pipe 
bomb  exploded  at  Olympic 
park,  killing  Alice  Hawthorne 
of  Albany,  Georgia,  and  injur- 
ing m  others. 

Richard  Jewel,  a  security 
guard  working  in  the  park, 
noticed  a  suspicious  knapsack 
and  alerted  police.  Moments 
after  Jewel  decided  to  help 
evacuate  people  from  the  park, 
the  knapsack  exploded. 

After  being  hailed  a  national 
hero,  a  local  Georgia  newspaper 
identified  Jewel  as  a  prime 
suspect  in  the  bombing.  Al- 
though the  police  had  no  hard 
evidence  against  Jewel,  thev 
decided  to  investigate  him.  The 
police  characterized  Jewel  as  an 
overzealous  person  who 
desired  to  be  seen  as  a  hero. 

After  numerous  attacks  on 
Jewel's  character  and  family, 
and  a  long  three-month  investi- 
gation, Richard  Jewel  was 
publicly  cleared  and  the  investi- 
gation continued.

And  the  race  was  on. 
1996  had  arrived  and 
politics  was  in  the  air. 
The  race  after  preliminar- 
ies had  been  narrowed  to 
Senator  Robert  Dole  and 
President  William 
Clinton,  the  first  Demo- 
cratic president  to  have  a 
chance  at  re-election  since 
FDR. 

Upon  Senator  Dole's 
decision  to  run  for  the 
presidency,  he  resigned 
from  his  position  in  the 
Senate  with  a  moving 
speech,  a  great  start. 
However,  that  enthusiasm 
did  not  seem  to  last 
throughout  the  race.  This 
year's  campaign  included 
two  debates,  both  of 
which  were  not  the  usual 
mudslinging  kind,  but 
more  like  polite  disagree- 
ments. 

As  usual,  when  cam- 
paigning against  Presi- 
dent Clinton,  the  charac- 
ter issue  again  came  up. 
Many  Americans  felt  that 
Bill  Clinton  was  a  man 
who  genuinely  cared,  but 
many  questioned  his 
honesty,  whereas  Bob 
Dole  was  an  honest  war 
hero,  but  still  had  not 
made  a  convincing  case 
for  his  candidacy.  The 
mudslinging  which  did 
not  appear  in  the  debates 
seemed  to  have  found  its 
way  into  the  political 
media  invested  in  by  each 
candidate. 

Adam  Hermann,  a 
sophomore  international 
studies  major,  commented 
that  ".  .  .  the  presidential 
campaigns  had  a  lot  of 
negative  undertones.  I 
wish  that  the  candidates 


would  have  focused  on 
the  issues  rather  than 
using  negative  campaign 
advertising." 

Many  factors  affected 
the  1996  campaign.  For 
instance,  prior  to  the 
campaign,  retired  Chief  of 
Staff  Colin  Powell  had 
been  considered  for  the 
GOP  candidacy  but  had 
decided  that  it  just  was 
not  what  he  wanted  in  his 
life  right  now.  Instead,  he 
contentedly  watched  from 
the  sidelines,  promoting 
his  party's  candidate.  Bob 
Dole.  Ross  Perot  also  ran 
again  with  much  less 
support  than  in  the  1992 
elections.  Drew  Podolak, 
a  junior  political  science 
major,  commented  on  the 
influence  of  Ross  Perot  on 
the  elections:  "The  worst 
effect  was  that  it  did  not 
allow  for  a  Clinton  major- 
ity. Ross  Perot  turned 
people  off  of  the  election." 

The  topics  discussed  in 
the  1996  elections  were 
internal.  Many  Americans 
commented  on  the  exclu- 
sion of  foreign  policy  from 
the  campaign.  There  were 
currently  many  areas  in 
the  world  in  which  the 
United  States  was  in- 
volved, and  the  presiden- 
tial candidates  could  have 
spent  more  time  discuss- 
ing these  issues  in  their 
campaigns.  Senator  Bob 
Dole  focused  not  only  on 
foreign  policy,  but  new 
approaches  to  cutting 
taxes  and  minimizing 
drug  use.  Dole's  desire 
was  to  stop  drugs  from 
coming  into  the  United 
States  from  the  Mexican 
border.  President  Clinton 


focused  on  the  issues  of 
the  economy  and  jobs. 
Medicare  and  Social 
Security,  and  lastly, 
education.  Here  he 
wanted  community  lead- 
ership to  influence  the 
school  system  by  forming 
a  partnership  to  better  the 
system. 

Sophomore  political 
science  major  LaToya 
Grady  commented  that 
she  was  "glad  President 
Clinton  was  re-elected.  1 
hope  to  see  more  reform 
in  welfare  and  the  health 
care  system  in  the  next 
four  years." 

This  election  was  about 
people  and  the  polls 
reflected  it.  Voter  apathy 
reigned  among  the 
people.  Jason  Schomas,  a 
senior  radio/TV  major 
explained  why  he  did  not 
vote.  "What  was  I  sup- 
posed to  vote  for  .  .  .the 
lesser  of  two  evils?"  In 
the  end.  President  Clinton 
was  re-elected  with  a  49% 
popular  vote  and  379 
electoral  votes.  Senator 
Bob  Dole  received  41%  of 
the  popular  vote  and  159 
electoral  votes.  Ross 
Perot  received  8%  of  the 
popular  vote.  When 
asked  what  he  saw  for  the 
election  of  2000,  John 
Kamis,  a  freshman  politi- 
cal science  major,  com- 
mented on  Vice  President 
Gore's  chances,  "I  hope 
he'll  run  for  president  in 
2000." 

Until  then.  President 
Clinton  presides  for 
another  four  years  of  a  ' 
democratic  presidency.

second  Friday  of  classes,  a 
delay  of  two  weeks. 

Alan  Galsky,  Associate 
Provost  for  Student  Af- 
fairs, said  the  recommen- 
dations were  made  based 
on  two  concerns  that  had 
been  voiced  in  the  past. 

There  were  concerns 
that  students  did  not  have 
enough  time  to  make  a 
decision  about  rushing 
and  that  rush  separated 


freshmen  who  rushed 
from  those  who  did  not. 

A  statement  issued  by 
Galsky  calls  for  "no 
'proactive'  rush  sign-up 
programs  or  activities"  in 
the  first  two  weeks  of  the 
school  year.  The  adminis- 
tration responded  to 
frustration  some  Greeks 
felt  concerning  possible 
restrictions  placed  on  rush 
activities  for  next  year. 

IFC  Vice  President  Mike 


Denning  said  he  was 
"appeased"  by  the  situa- 
tion and  particularly 
excited  that  Galsky  offered 
to  review  events  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Greeks. 

The  statement  was  issued 
in  response  to  Greek  frus- 
tration over  broken  commu- 
nication resulting  from 
administrative  expectations.

Bradley  Mourns  Student  and  Teachers'  Deaths 


A  Bradley  student  was 
struck  and  killed  by  a 
garbage  truck  when  he 
Tied  to  beat  the  midday 
:raffic  at  Main  and  Univer- 
jity  Streets  last  September. 

Prasanth  Athota,  21,  a 
graduate  student  in  me- 
zhanical  engineering, 
arrived  at  Bradley  from  his 
lative  India  only  20  days 
before  his  death. 

According  to  a  report 
:iled  by  Peoria  Police,  the 
Peoria  Disposal  Co.  truck 
was  traveling  about  20  to 
Z5  mph  when  it  hit  Athota. 
A.  witness  told  police 
A^thota  ran  across  Main 
street  from  near  Norwest 


Bank  into  the  path  of  the 
truck. 

After  the  death  of 
Athota,  the  city  of  Peoria 
conducted  a  meeting  in 
response  to  a  letter  drafted 
by  the  Student  Senate.  At 
the  meeting,  it  was  de- 
cided that  signs  would  be 
erected  at  Main  and  Uni- 
versity streets  to  advise 
pedestrians  and  drivers 
about  safety  laws. 

The  signs  would  remind 
turning  vehicles  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  and  pedestri- 
ans to  obey  traffic  signals.

On  July  17,  1996,  a 
Boeing  747  jumbo  jet 
destined  for  Paris, 
France,  left  the  JFK  Inter- 
national Airport.  The  jet 
never  reached  its  destina- 
tion, however.  TWA 
Flight  800  exploded  while 
flying  over  the  East  Coast 
of  the  United  States  and 
crashed  into  the  ocean, 
killing  all  230  people 
aboard. 

After  months  of  inten- 
sive investigation,  there 
were  still  no  definite 


answers  as  to  why  the  jet 
burst  into  a  fireball. 
Three  possible  theories 
were  listed  by  authorities, 
however.  A  bomb,  a 
mechanical  malfunction, 
and  a  missile  were  the 
main  possible  causes  the 
FBI  and  National  Trans- 
portation Safety  Board 
investigated.  After  mil- 
lions of  dollars  in  investi- 
gation fees,  the  cause  was 
still  undetermined,  and 
many  felt  the  mystery 
would  never  be  solved. 


In  an  effort  to  help 
themselves  deal  with 
their  pain,  many  family 
members  and  friends  of 
the  victims  traveled  to 
the  East  Coast  to  visit  the 
sight  of  the  explosion. 
Numerous  makeshift 
memorials  were  built 
along  the  coast  of  Fire 
Island,  New  York,  while 
the  pain  of  the  stricken 
few  was  visible  to  thou- 
sands.

Out  of  Control 

California  fires  cause  state  of  emergency 


Wildfires  burned  out 
of  control  in  California 
during  October  1996, 
spreading  fire  across 
thousands  and  thousands 
of  acres.  Although  not 
responsible  for  the  initial 
start,  the  Santa  Ana  winds 
acted  like  gasoline  on  a 
match,  threatening  lives, 
homes,  wildlife  and  wil- 
derness. 

Every  time  the  Santa 
Ana  winds  would  calm 
down  even  slightly,  an 
army  of  fully  water-loaded 
helicopters  and  airplanes 
would  take  to  the  skies 
racing  to  put  an  end  to  the 
wildfires  before  the  winds 


picked  up. 

According  to  the  Na- 
tional Interagency  Fire 
Center,  1996  had  produced 
the  nation's  worst  wildfire 
season  in  more  than  four 
decades.  They  have 
claimed  more  than  6 
million  acres,  the  most 
since  the  year  1952. 

Governor  Pete  Wilson 
declared  a  state  of  emer- 
gency in  San  Diego,  Los 
Angeles  and  Orange 
Counties.  President 
Clinton  was  asked  to 
declare  the  counties  as 
disaster  areas.

Twenty-two-year-old 
singer  and  songwriter 
Alanis  Morissette  reached 
a  new  height  in  her  profes- 
sional career  in  1996, 
producing  the  best-selling 
album  by  a  female  artist. 
According  to  the  Record- 
ing Industry  Association 
of  America,  Morissette' s 
debut  album  in  the  United 
States,  "Jagged  Little  Pill," 
reached  thirteen  million  in 
sales  in  the  1996-97  year,

There  was  something 
improbable  about  the 
sight  of  Boris  Yeltsin, 
snowy  hair  waxed  into 
his  rigid,  trademark 
pompadour,  indulging  in 
a  bit  of  boogie  at  a  pop 
concert. 

He  looked  like  a  danc- 
ing bear. 

But  thousands  of 
young  people  basking  in 
free  music  and  festive 
spirits  did  not  seem  to 
care.  They  roared  their 
approval  as  the  65-year- 
old  candidate  swiveled 
and  grinned. 


"Vote!"  Yeltsin  roared 
back,  soaking  up  energy 
from  the  crowd  in  Ufa. 
"Vote  or  you'll  damn 
well  lose  it  all!" 

Five  years  ago,  Yeltsin 
could  take  the  youth  for 
granted. 

Young  people  were  in 
the  forefront  of  the  pro- 
democracy,  pro-reform 
movement  that  made  him 
Russia's  first  freely 
elected  president. 

Yeltsin  pledged  to  end 
the  despised  and  dreaded 
draft  and  the  war  in 
Chechnya,  where  young 


conscripts  died  almost 
daily.  He  promised 
guaranteed  jobs  for 
young  people,  tax  breaks 
for  young  families  and 
government  help  for  first- 
time  home  buyers  and 
young  entrepreneurs. 

He  portrayed  himself 
as  a  guardian  of  the 
personal  freedoms  so 
important  to  many 
young  Russians.  Sym- 
bolic of  this  liberty  was 
the  nationwide  series  of 
free  pop  concerts  spon- 
sored by  the  Yeltsin 
campaign. 


Hurricane  Hortense 


After  killing  16  people  in 
the  Caribbean  in  mid-Sep- 
tember 1996,  Hurricane 
Hortense  lost  some  of  her 
strength,  but  swaggered  to 
the  northeastern  United 
States. 

Hortense  swiped  at  the 
Turks  and  Caicos,  then 
harmlessly  barreled  past  the 
Bahamas.  Earlier  it  landed 
two  direct  strikes  on  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Dominican 
Republic,  killing  16  people, 
demolishing  hundreds  of 
homes,  and  destroying  at

least  $128  million  in  crops. 

The  hurricane  brought 
nearly  18  inches  of  rain  to 
Puerto  Rico,  creating  swol- 
len, raging  rivers  and  deadly 
mud  slides.  Most  of  San 
Juan,  the  capital,  was  in 
darkness.  Food  spoiled  in 
refrigerators,  and  those 
lucky  enough  to  have  water 
often  had  a  mud-colored 
liquid  emerge  from  the  tap. 
Residents  endured  long  lines 
in  up  to  90  degree  heat  for 
such  essentials  as  ice  and 
drinking  water. 

In  the  midst  of  the  death 
and  destruction  brought  by 
Hortense  was  the  heroic 
rescue  of  a  one-year-old 


child,  Cassandra  Gomez. 
Five  family  members  had 
been  trapped  for  hours  on 
the  second  story  of  their 
home  near  Guyama,  Puerto 
Rico.  During  their  rescue, 
Miguel  Ariel  Rodriguez 


(left  in  photo)  and  Jose  Luis 
de  Leon  risked  their  own 
lives  in  the  struggle  to  keep 
the  baby  from  falling  into 
the  rushing  waters.  Hap- 
pily, it  was  a  successful 
endeavor.

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The  Academic  Exploration  Program 

Program  makes 
tough  decision  easier 


The  Academic  Exploration 
Program  (AEP)  was  a  program 
to  help  guide  students  who 
were  unsure  of  what  they 
wanted  to  major  in.  It  began  in 
the  mid  1970s  to  help  combat 
the  number  of  students  drop- 
ping out  due  to  being  unsure 
about  a  major. 

Since  that  time,  AEP  has  won 
critical  praise,  receiving  the 
Outstanding  Institutional 
Advising  Program  award 
among  private  universities  in 
1985. 

Rob  Bertram  was  the  coordi- 
nator of  the  program  and  said 
the  main  goal  was  to  help 
students  find  a  major. 

As  to  why  students  should 
enter  the  AEP  program, 
Bertram  stated  that  they  should 
enter  if  they  do  not  have  a 
major  because  it  is  a  very 
organized  way  to  figure  out 
what  a  student  wants  to  do. 

He  explained  that  the  AEP 


was  a  way  for  the  University  to 
help  by  offering  its  services. 
"It's  better  to  enter  your  fresh- 
man year  with  an  open  mind  to 
your  major,  rather  than  declar- 
ing and  then  realizing  in  your 
junior  year  that  it  is  not  what 
you  wanted  to  do  after  all." 

The  program  offered  a  caring 
faculty,  supportive  services, 
and  student  planning  seminars. 
AEP  made  it  possible  to  dis- 
cover the  students'  interests  by 
exposing  them  to  a  variety  of 
curriculums. 

Bertram  stated  that,  for  the 
'96  to  '97  school  year,  approxi- 
mately forty  percent  of  the 
entering  freshman  class  was 
enrolled  in  the  AEP. 

Two  of  the  major  compo- 
nents to  the  AEP  were  testing 
and  advisement.  Testing 
allowed  students  the  opportu- 
nity to  evaluate  their  abilities 
and  aptitudes.  Students  were 
also  able  to  identify  their 


interests,  personality,  and 
learning  style.

Advisement  gave  students 
assistance  with  choosing  their 
courses,  which  made  the 
selection  of  a  major  and  a  career 
easier  and  more  informed  for 
the  students. 

Freshman  AEP  students 
were  required  to  take  AEP  100, 
a  student  planning  seminar. 
The  class  increased  student 
knowledge  of  campus  resources 
which  could  help  them  select  a 
major.  Also,  AEP  100  promoted 
the  importance  of  academic 
advisement  and  performed 
testing  in  order  to  narrow  down 
the  students'  interests  and 
career  goals. 

The  student  planning  semi- 
nars sought  to  help  students  to 
identify  three  on-campus 
resources  which  assist  in  the 
declaration  of  a  major  or  career, 
to  successfully  demonstrate  that 
they  were  capable  of  research- 
ing an  academic  major  or  career, 
as  well  as  to  identify  their  own 


strengths  and  weaknesses. 

"It  gave  me  a  chance  to 
experience  all  the  programs 
Bradley  had  to  offer,"  said 
freshman  AEP  major  Julia 
Maher  of  the  AEP  100  class. 

Another  aspect  of  the  AEP 
was  a  career  oriented  explora- 
tion program  called  Footsteps. 
The  program  was  designed  to 
give  students  a  chance  to 
experience  a  prospective  career 
on  a  firsthand  basis.  Through 
Footsteps,  students  were  able  to 
spend  time  with  a  professional 
in  the  students'  field  of  interest. 

Students  also  received 
valuable  career  information 
from  the  student  planning 
seminars.  Articles  on  job 
trends,  top  jobs,  occupations  to 
avoid,  fast-growing  companies, 
and  starting  salaries  were  just  a 
few  which  were  available  to 
students. 

Overall,  Bertram  said  that 
the  AEP  students  really  liked 
the  program,  in  large  part 
because  of  the  individual 
attention  and  the  ability  to 
make  AEP  students  not  feel 
overlooked  simply  because  they 
did  not  have  a  major. 

The  AEP  program  gave 
students  the  chance  to  decide  for 
themselves  where  they  wanted 
to  be  in  five  or  ten  years.  Many 
of  the  students  who  enrolled  in 
the  AEP  left  the  program  with  a 
better  sense  of  what  major  they 
wanted  to  pursue,  what  career 
they  wanted  to  enter,  and  of 
themselves.

Students  prepare 
for  business  world 


"The  Foster  College  of 
Business  Administration  was  a 
place  where  success  was 
measured  not  only  by  how 
professors  challenged  the 
students,  but  also  by  how  the 
student  challenged  them- 
selves," said  Helen  Stockwell, 
a  sophomore  undecided 
business  major. 

There  were  seven  majors 
within  the  College  which 
students  chose  from.  Those 
were  accounting,  business 
computer  systems,  economics, 
finance,  international  business, 
management  and  administra- 
tion, and  marketing. 

At  the  core  of  each  major  was 
the  College's  mission  statement, 
"to  develop  students  who  have 
the  communications,  concep- 
tual reasoning,  and  analytical 
skills  needed  to  make  effective 
managerial  decisions  with  an 


ethical  perspective." 

The  integration  of  the 
faculty,  students,  and  courses 
laid  the  educational  foundation 
for  graduates  to  achieve  their 
goals  as  well  as  to  meet  the 
mission  of  the  college. 

The  CBA  was  the  first 
endowed  college  at  Bradley  and 
its  undergraduate,  graduate, 
and  accounting  programs  were 
accredited  by  the  American 
Assembly  of  Collegiate  School 
of  Business— quite  an  achieve- 
ment since  fewer  than  10%  of 
colleges  or  schools  of  business 
had  all  three  accreditations. 

Another  achievement  was 
the  high  quality  faculty  within 
the  College.  The  faculty 
background  included 
graduation  from  prestigious 
graduate  schools,  the  writing  of 
several  research  articles,  and 
the  publication  of  textbooks.

Six  faculty  members  had  won 
the  university  outstanding 
teaching  award. 

In  addition,  there  had  been 
several  awards  for  outstanding 
teaching  or  research  among 
new  faculty. 

The  business  professors  were 
dedicated  to  teaching  and  were 
accessible  for  any  questions  or 
comments  a  student  may  have 
had  concerning  classes  or 
future  career  plans. 

Each  student  was  assigned 
an  adviser  within  their  major 


for  guidance  through  their  four 
years.  They  helped  make 
academic  decisions  and  were  a 
great  resource  for  career 
development. 

The  CBA  combined  three 
main  components  in  order  to 
live  up  to  its  mission  statement. 
These  included  general 
education  courses,  core 
business  courses,  and  an  in- 
depth  education  in  a  chosen 
area.  This  combination  of 
courses  helped  students  to 
develop  the  necessary  skills  for 
the  workplace. 

With  the  knowledge  they 
gained,  students  were  able  to 
communicate  effectively  and 
understand  the  influence  of 
political,  social,  legal,  and 
regulatory  issues  on  business. 

Perhaps  more  importantly, 
students  were  able  to  maintain 
an  environment  of  continuous, 
meaningful  interaction  with 
business,  government,  and  not- 
for-profit  organizations  through 
training  and  professional 
development  programs,  con- 
sulting services,  research,  and 
general  participation  in  com- 
munity affairs  and  professional

organizations. 

The  general  eciucation 
courses  provicied  not  only  a 
background  in  our  own  civiliza- 
tion, but  also  a  knowledge  of 
other  societies  and  cultures.  A 
strong  sense  of  where  society 
came  from,  combined  with 
effective  communication  skills 
and  problem  solving  abilities, 
helped  to  prepare  CBA  students 
with  a  deeper  understanding  of 
their  chosen  fields. 

The  core  business  courses 
gave  students  an  understanding 
of  the  dynamics  of  the  business 
functions  of  organizations,  an 
insight  into  the  interaction 
between  business  and  society, 
and  a  view  of  policy  making  in 
the  corporate  world. 

In  order  to  diversify  their 
majors,  students  were  able  to 
focus  on  specific  areas  in  which 


they  wanted  to  excel.  While 
allowing  for  differences,  the 
specialization  of  major  did  not 
take  some  important  themes 
within  the  college  away  from 
the  student.  The  CBA  empha- 
sized computer  usage,  business 
ethics,  international  business, 
and  an  appreciation  of  diversity 
in  the  workplace  in  order  to 
best  prepare  students  for  the 
real  business  world. 

Considering  the  diversity  in 
the  courses  provided,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  there  was  a  95% 
job  placement  rate  within  three 
months  after  graduation  from 
the  CBA. 

Two  words  describe  the  job 
done  by  the  Foster  College  of 
Business  Administration:

International  Business 
was  a  growing  field  in  the 
ever-globalizing  market- 
place. 

People  were  beginning  to 
see  that  effective  communi- 
cation between  the  busi- 
nesses of  different  societies 
and  cultures  was  important 
to  the  entire  world. 

That  was  why  students 
entering  the  Foster  College 
of  Business  Administration 
were  required  to  take  an 
introductory  course  in 
international  business  before 
they  graduated. 

Courses  were  offered  at 
the  undergraduate  and 
graduate  levels,  focusing  on 
international  business  and 
international  management. 

Students  could  receive 
more  experience  in  interna- 
tional business  in  many 
ways. 

One  course  offered  an

The  CBA  was  always 
looking  for  opportunities  by 
which  students  could  gain 
knowledge  and  experience 
in  the  international  business 
world.

Dr.  Mitch  Griffin 


According  to  Mitch  Griffin, 

"Students  care  about  what  you 
know  only  after  they  know  that 
you  care." 

Dr.  Griffin,  an  assistant 
professor  in  marketing,  grew 
up  in  Rochester,  a  small  town 
outside  Springfield,  and  came 
to  Bradley  in  1990. 

He  waited  six  years  after

high  school  to  attend  college 
and  went  to  Southern  Illinois 
University. 

He  received  his  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Business  Administra- 
tion and,  a  year  later,  he  re- 
ceived his  Masters  of  Business 
Administration.  Griffin  went 
on  to  earn  his  Ph.D.  in  Business 
Administration  from  Louisiana 
State  University. 

Before  coming  to  Bradley, 
Griffin  taught  at  Bellville  Area 
College,  Maryville  College, 
Southern  Illinois  University, 
and  Louisiana  State  University. 

Griffin's  arrival  at  Bradley 
was  by  chance.  When  initially 
looking  for  a  teaching  post. 
Griffin  sent  out  a  letter  to  ten 
schools.  Bradley  was  not  one  of 
the  ten. 

However,  he  and  his  wife 
were  looking  for  schools  close 
to  one  another  and  met  Dr. 


Robert  Baer,  chairperson  of  the 
Marketing  Department.  Baer 
asked  him  to  see  the  campus. 
When  Griffin  visited  Bradley, 
he  said  it  felt  comfortable.  "1 
felt  the  people  were  nice,  and 
there  was  a  good  faculty  mix," 
Griffin  explained. 

During  that  visit.  Griffin 
attended  a  dinner  at  which  all 
the  faculty  were  present  and  he 
was  able  to  see  the  interactions 
between  them,  and  he  knew 
that  he  would  be  able  to  fit  in. 

Griffin  said  his  favorite 
classes  to  teach  were  MTG  315 
and  MTG  490.  He  called  these 
classes  the  bookends  of  market- 
ing, since  they  mark  the  begin- 
ning and  end  of  the  marketing 
program. 

Senior  marketing  major 
Todd  Burns  commented,  "The 
material  was  presented  in  an 
excellent  manner  which  ulti- 
mately led  to  me  changing  the 
way  I  viewed  marketing  as  a 
potential  field  of  interest  and 
job  opportunity." 

Burns  began  as  an  account- 
ing major  and  said  he  changed 
his  major  to  marketing  as  a 
result  of  taking  MTG  315  with 
Griffin. 

Referring  to  MTG  490, 
Griffin  said  he  enjoyed  having 
the  students  in  his  class  once 
again  before  they  graduate  to 
see  how  they  have  changed  and 
how  they  have  grown. 

Griffin  stated  that  when 
given  the  proper  learning 
environment,  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  get  out  of  the 
class  what  they  put  in  to  it. 

"I  learned  so  much  from  his 
class,  but  it  took  me  until  now 
to  realize  just  how  much  1 
retained  because  he  made  class 
fun,"  said  junior  business

management  and  administra- 
tion major  Helen  Leffner. 

She  made  sure  to  recom- 
mend Griffin  to  everyone  she 
knew. 

"He  loves  teaching  and  it 
shows  in  the  way  that  he  cares 
about  his  students-,"  added 
Leffner. 

"One  of  Mitch's  most  impor- 
tant attributes  as  a  professor 
included  his  ability  to  give  his 
own  interpretation  of  the 
subject  matter  to  promote 
student  interest  in  the  class- 
room," said  Burns.  "Keeping 
students  motivated  in  class  is 
not  an  easy  task  for  most  other 
professors." 

In  contrast.  Griffin  kept 
motivation  at  an  extremely  high 
level  due  to  his  excellent 
presentation  skills  and  the  level 
of  energy  projected  toward  the 
students. 

Other  professors  who  lecture 
will  use  notes  directly  from  the 
book,  which  makes  for  a  lecture 
that  is  deemed  less  than  excit- 
ing by  students. 

Griffin,  on  the  other  hand, 
enhanced  classroom  lecture 
through  rough  gestures,  voice 
variations,  and  personal  experi- 
ences which  related  well  to  the 
subject  matter. 

Senior  marketing  major 
Tony  Lynch  said  that  Griffin 
made  him  more  interested  in 
the  material.  "Mitch  liked  to 
use  examples  in  his  lectures;  his 
energy  kept  me  motivated," 
said  Lynch. 

Griffin  described  his  teach- 
ing style  as  eclectic  and  interac- 
tive. He  said  that  if  students

were  not  involved,  they  would 
not  be  interested  in  the  class. 

Leffner  said  Griffin's  teach- 
ing style  included  applying  the 
concepts  and  theories  of 
marketing  to  their  everyday 
lives  through  examples.  She 
said  that  he  treated  students 
like  equals  and  used  humor  and 
stories  to  keep  class  interesting. 

Burns  added  that  Griffin's 
teaching  style  consisted  of  a 
very  unstructured,  interactive 
lecture  combined  with  massive 
amounts  of  energy  projected 
upon  the  students. 

"His  ability  to  take  the  broad 
concept  and  narrowly  focus  on 
the  important  issues  helps  the 
students  maintain  a  sense  of 
interest  in  the  subject  matter," 
said  Burns. 

Sophomore  business  com- 
puter systems  major  Darin 
Mackiewicz  said,  "He  used  his 
own  personal  experience  and 
the  experience  of  the  students 
to  give  relevance  and  impor- 
tance to  the  material.  " 

"Mitch  challenges  his 
students  when  he  doesn't  think 
they  are  working  up  to  their 
potential,"  added  Mackiewicz. 
"This  allowed  me  to  succeed  in 
his  class." 

Regarding  what  he  hoped  to 
do  here  at  Bradley,  Griffin  said 
with  a  smile,  "retire." 

He  said  he  did  not  want  to 
lose  his  enthusiasm  or  interest 
in  teaching  and  wanted  to 
continue  finding  new  ways  to 
motivate  students  to  do  their 
best.

Students  given  many  opportunities 


As  if  advanced  physics, 
calculus  and  thermodynamics 
were  not  enough,  Bradley 
engineering  students  also  had 
to  keep  abreast  of  technological 
advances  and  global  trends. 

While  that  may  have  seemed 
daunting  to  many,  the  College 
of  Engineering  and  Technology 
made  it  easier  on  students 
through  the  use  of  high-tech 
laboratories  and  professors  and 
administrators  constantly 
trying  to  stay  ahead  of  the 
game. 

The  College  had  several  labs 
which  better  prepared  students 
for  the  future. 

The  fluids  laboratory,  with 
the  help  of  laser-Doppler 
equipment,  enabled  students  to 
get  a  firsthand  look  at  what  real 
companies  such  as  Caterpillar, 
CILCO,  and  John  Deere  used  to 
conduct  studies. 

The  robotics  laboratory 
contained  what  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Engineering  and 
Technology,  Dr.  John  Francis, 
called  "the  latest  robot"  which 
helped  mechanical  and  electri- 
cal engineering  students  gain  a 
better  understanding  of  their 
fields. 

A  rapid  prototyping  labora- 
tory offered  students  the  chance 
to  build  models  of  3-D  draw- 
ings on  computers. 

Also,  the  Archicad  labora- 
tory allowed  civil  engineering 
and  construction  students  to 
simulate  the  building  of  a 
structure,  taking  into  consider- 
ation many  factors  which

otherwise  would  need  to  be 
studied  during  or  after  actual 
construction. 

"It's  really  difficult  for  us  to 
anticipate  what  the  changes  will 
be  because  the  changes  in 
technology  are  so  rapid  that  it's 
almost  not  meaningful  to  make 
any  long-term  predictions," 
said  Francis. 

In  tune  with  that  comment, 
Francis  added  that  computer- 
ization is  another  area  that 
greatly  affects  engineering 
schools. 

"I  think  that  in  the  future 
we'll  be  making  even  more 
use  of  the  power  of  comput- 
ers, not  only  in  all  the  disci- 
plines but  in  design  and  in 
application  of  that  design/' 
said  Francis. 

Francis  added  that 
globalization  affects  the  field  of 
engineering  more  strongly  than 
any  other  discipline. 

"We're  going  to  be  driven 
maybe  more  than  anybody  in 
this  globalization  because  we 
have  to  be  able  to  design  and 
manufacture  the  goods  any- 
where in  the  world,  "  Francis 
said.  "That's  going  to  impact 
our  education." 

Study  abroad  programs  are 
one  such  way  in  which  the 
College  has  tried  to  better 
prepare  students  for  the  global 
market,  with  opportunities  for 
study  in  countries  all  over  the 
world. 

Students  also  used  coopera- 


tive education  opportunities  to 
gain  insight  into  the  actual 
application  of  their  studies. 

Many  local  companies  such 
as  Caterpillar  offered  Bradley 
students  internships  through 
which  they  could  better  under- 
stand what  engineers  do 
outside  of  the  classroom. 

Also,  engineering  firms 
would  often  come  to  Bradley  to 
tell  whole  classes  of  students 
what  they  could  expect  once 
they  graduated. 

Additionally,  engineering 
students  were  given  many 
opportunities  to  participate  in 
projects  which  would  focus  not 
only  on  their  specific  discipline, 
but  mix  with  other  fields. 

It  meant  that  students  not 
only  be  able  to  perform  their 
tasks  but  explain  them  to 
project  partners  and  faculty  as 
well  in  order  to  ensure  every- 
one knew  how  the  different 
parts  came  together. 

This  provided  students  with 
a  better  understanding  of  how 
the  different  segments  of 
engineering  combine  to  form  a 
final  product. 

But  in  the  end,  the  commit- 
ment to  learning  by  both 
students  and  faculty  was  what 
ensured  that  Bradley  graduates 
came  away  with  the  knowledge 
and  skills  they  needed  to 
compete  in  the  "real  world."

Dr.  Rathi  Bhatacharya 


November  15  marked  a  sad 
day  for  Bradley  University. 

Driving  to  Bradley  that 
morning,  Rathi  Bhatacharya,  a 
civil  engineering  and  construc- 
tion professor,  was  involved  in 
a  fatal  car  accident. 

Bhatacharya  taught  at 
Bradley  for  28  years  and  over 
that  time  gained  the  respect  and 
friendship  of  many  administra- 
tors, faculty,  and  students  on 
campus.

Born  in  Calcutta,  India, 
Bhatacharya  earned  his 
bachelor's  and  master's  degrees 
from  Calcutta  University  in 
1960  and  1964,  respectively. 

He  also  earned  a  doctorate  in 
engineering  mechanics  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin- 
Madison  in  1967. 

A  memorial  service  at 
Dingledine  Music  Center  was 
held  to  honor  Bhatacharya. 

At  the  service,  numerous 
friends  and  family  spoke  about 
what  Bhatacharya  meant  to 


them  and  to  the  University. 

Amir  Al-Khafaji,  chair  of 
the  Department  of  Civil  Engi- 
neering and  Construction  said 
that  Bhatacharya  was  ex- 
tremely dedicated  to  Bradley, 
spending  long  hours  on  cam- 
pus and  teaching  in  many 
areas,  not  just  his  own  disci- 
pline. 

"He  lived  and  died  for 
Bradley  University,"  said  Al- 
Khafaji. 

Bhatacharya's  wife  of  25 
years,  Sikha  Bhatacharya,  also 
spoke  at  the  memorial. 

"The  last  five  days  (since  his 
death)  taught  me  a  lot — I 
realized  the  extent  Rathi  was 
loved  and  respected  (at  Brad- 
ley)." 

Other  speakers  included 
President  John  Brazil,  Provost 
and  Vice  President  for  Aca- 
demic Affairs  Sharon 
Murphy,  Associate  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Engineering 
and  Technology  James 
Seckler,  senior  construction 
major  Eric  Thunstedt,  and 
senior  civil  engineering 
majors  Steven  Gartner  and 
Kerri  Schertz. 

The  speakers  noted 
Bhatacharya's  kindness  and 
generosity,  his  dedication  to  the 
University,  respect  for  others, 
sense  of  humor  and  love  for 
students. 

"A  great  thinker  lives  on 
through  his  ideas,"  said  Brazil. 
"A  great  teacher  lives  on 
through  the  students  he 
touches.  Rathi  will  live  on  with 


us  in  both  ways." 

Bhatacharya  received  the 
Outstanding  Faculty  Award 
from  the  advisory  board  of  the 
Department  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing and  Construction  twice,  in 
1991  and  1994. 

He  received  numerous  other 
awards  and  was  a  member  of 
many  scientific,  professional, 
and  honor  societies. 

Al-Khafaji  said  many  faculty 
members  and  students  volun- 
teered to  help  conduct  classes 
for  the  remainder  of  that 


semester,  but  that  no  one 
person  could  do  what 
Bhatacharya  did  for  the  depart- 
ment. 

"I  think  he  represented 
everything  that  was  good  and 
noble  about  a  teacher,"  said  Al- 
Khafaji.  "You  don't  talk  about 
replacing  him,  you  talk  about 
finding  enough  people  to  do 
what  he  has  done  and  keep  his 
legacy  alive."

Opportunities  lead  to  bright  futures 


The  changing  world  of 
communication  led  the  Henry 
Pindell  Slane  College  of  Com- 
munication and  Fine  Arts  to 
give  itself  a  face-lift. 

Not  only  was  a  new  Dean 
appointed,  but  the  College 
moved  into  a  new  building 
with  state-of-the-art  facilities 
and  received  a  gift  to  ensure  it 
would  be  competitive  into  the 
next  century. 

CFA  was  made  up  of  the 
communication,  music,  art  and 
theatre  departments.  The 
Global  Communications 
Center,  Heuser  Art  Center, 
Constance  Hall,  Dingledine 
Music  Center  and  the 
Hartmann  Center  for  the 
Performing  Arts  supported  the 
activities  of  students  and 
faculty  throughout  the  College. 

Dr.  Jeffrey  Huberman 
stepped  into  the  position  of 
Dean  in  the  fall,  providing  the 
leadership  necessary  for  the 
school  to  fulfill  its  mission  of 
creating  a  diverse  environment 
to  prepare  students  and  faculty 
for  the  21st-  century. 

A  $10  million  gift  from 
Henry  Pindell  Slane,  the  former 
chief  executive  officer  of  the 
Peoria  Journal  Star,  was  planned 
to  establish  an  academic  chair 
in  honor  of  Slane's  grandfather, 
a  technology  fund  and  an 
endowment  for  the  Henry 
Pindell  Slane  Scholarship. 

The  College  offices  and 
Department  of  Communication 
moved  into  the  new  Global 
Communications  Center.  The 
building  was  equipped  with  the 


latest  communications  technol- 
ogy, including  a  video 
conferencing  center,  a  digital 
imaging  lab,  computers  for 
multimedia  and  graphic  design, 
a  television  studio  and  audio/ 
video  editing  suites. 

The  facilities  and  technology 
in  the  new  building  exposed 
students  to  real  world  applica- 
tions and  helped  the  College 
become  a  part  of  the  global 
village.  The  technology  in  the 
GCC  assisted  students  and 
faculty  in  creating  web  pages, 
CD-roms  and  even  producing  a 
news-magazine  show.  One  of 
the  most  exciting  uses  of  the 


new  video  conferencing  rooms 
occurred  when  three  seniors 
were  able  to  discuss  communi- 
cations issues  with  former 
President  George  Bush  during  a 
teleconferencing  session  held 
during  the  building's  dedica- 
tion. 

The  CFA  faculty  provided 
students  with  knowledge 
gained  from  academic  and 
professional  pursuits,  which 
helped  students  apply 
classwork  to  their  everyday 
lives.  Freshman  speech  major 
Sarah  Meinen  remarked,  "\  can 
take  things  from  a  comm  class 
and  apply  it  to  the  next  conver- 


sation I  have  out  of  class." 

The  Theatre  Department 
gave  students  the  chance  to 
work  in  professional-quality 
productions.  In  addition  to 
several  lab  shows,  the  depart- 
ment presented  shows  like 
William  Shakespeare's  "As  You 
Like  It,"  "The  Importance  of 
Being  Ernest"  and  "Good  Night 
Desdemona,  Good  Morning 
Juhet." 

To  learn  how  to  "make  it"  as 
a  professional  actor,  Bradley 
alumni  and  other  professional 
actors  from  the  communitv 
were  brought  in  to  work  with 
theatre  students.

While  everyone  was  wel- 
comed to  audition  for  shows, 
the  department  remained  small. 
According  to  junior  theatre 
minor  Courtney  Fassler  the  size 
helped  students  feel  comfort- 
able and  take  risks.  "You're  not 
afraid  to  make  an  idiot  of 
yourself,  which  you  have  to  do 
to  be  successful,"  said  Fassler. 

The  Art  Department,  housed 
in  the  Heuser  Art  Center, 
offered  students  an  environ- 
ment that  nurtured  the  produc- 
tion of  art  objects  in  a  variety  of 
visual  art  media.  A  dedication 
to  academic  excellence  inclutied 
developing  artistic  skills  and 
visual  literacy.  Excellent 
studio,  gallery  and  classroom 
facilities  were  equipped  with 
traditional  and  advanced 
technology. 

Whether  they  were  inter- 
ested in  music  for  professional 
or  pleasure  reasons,  the  Music 
Department  let  students 
explore  and  prepare  for  a  life 
filled  with  music. 

Over  180  students  took  part

other  ensembles.  The  Bradley 
Chorale  and  the  Bradley 
Madrigal  Sing  allowed  about  50 
students  to  sing  for  the  commu- 
nity and  campus. 

Throughout  all  four  depart- 
ments in  CFA,  cocurricular 
activities  were  offered  to  give 
students  experience  in  areas 
related  to  communication  and 
fine  arts.  From  gallery  exhibits 
to  Interlabs  and  the  national 
championship  speech  team, 
students  were  granted  the 
opportunity  to  gain  experience 
and  develop  skills  in  writing, 
performing  and  creating. 

With  the  new  century  right 
around  the  corner,  the  faculty 
and  students  in  the  College 
strived  to  keep  with  changing 
technology.  Because  they 
looked  to  the  future  without 
fear  or  hesitation,  they  built  a 
bridge  to  the  new  communica- 
tion frontier.

Dr.  Larry  Elliott 


Dr.  Larry  Elliott  does  not 
like  to  keep  people  guessing. 
As  a  journalism  and  telecom- 
munications professor  at 
Bradley,  he  tells  it  like  it  is. 

Elliott  received  his 
Bachelor's  degree  in  Broadcast 
Journalism  from  Texas  Tech 
University  in  1978  and  soon 
followed  with  his  Masters  there 
in  Mass  Communication.  He 
later  obtained  his  Ph.D.  in  1995 
from  the  University  of  Florida, 
also  in  the  area  of  Mass  Com- 
munication. 

Through  the  years,  his 
professional  experience  has 
included  twelve  years  as  a

television  reporter,  assignment 
editor,  producer,  health  seg- 
ment editor,  and  news  director 
at  KAMC-TV  (ABC)  and  KCBD- 
TV  (NBC)  in  Lubbock,  Texas. 
He  had  produced  more  than 
2,000  news  stories  and  many 
special  projects.  As  news 
director,  he  supervised  a  staff  of 
20-25  people  for  two  years.  He 
was  also  a  contributing  editor 
to  the  city  magazine,  writing 
monthly  health  and  medical 
feature  stories. 

Research  was  not  unfamiliar 
to  Elliott.  Past  topics  he  has 
tackled  included  Belizean  high 
school  students'  television 
viewing  habits,  Mexican 
teenagers'  television  viewing 
habits,  and  Cuban  radio  listen- 


ing patterns.  Clearly,  his  efforts 
have  been  far-reaching. 

Many  years  of  educational 
experience  also  rested  under 
Elliott's  belt.  As  a  student  at 
Texas  Tech  University,  he 
served  as  a  teaching  assistant. 

Later,  at  the  University  of 
Florida  he  also  taught  courses 
in  broadcast  media.  Elliott's 
experience  with  variety  easily 
prepared  him  for  the  changing 
world  of  communications. 

Now  an  assistant  professor 
in  the  Department  of  Commu- 
nication at  Bradley  University, 
he  teaches  COM  101:  The  Mass 
Media,  COM  200:  Communica- 
tion Writing,  and  COM  314: 
Television  Production  and 
Directing — a  nice  mixed  bag  of 
general  and  specialized  courses. 

Dr.  Elliott's  term  at  Bradley 
can  be  traced  to  its  start  in  1995. 
It  was  in  that  year  that  he  met 
Dr.  Schweitzer,  the  chair  of  the 
Department  at  a  journalism 
convention  in  Atlanta.  A 
discussion  of  the  Global  Com- 
munications Center  quickly 
piqued  Dr.  Elliott's  continued 
interested  in  international 
communications.  That  fateful 
conversation  began  Elliott's 
two-year  career  at  Bradley. 

During  those  two  years,  his 
favorite  class  to  teach  has 
remained  COM  101,  because  it 
was  a  class  in  which  he  teaches 
general  topics.  In  this  class, 
every  facet  of  the  mass  media 
was  discussed.  Students 
related  to  the  material  because 
it  was  much  a  part  of  popular 
culture;  it  was  tangible.  You 
turned  on  the  television,  and 
you  were  watching  the  mass 
media.  You  listened  to  the 
radio,  watched  a  movie,  read 
the  paper,  or  surfed  the 
Internet,  and  you  were  expos- 
ing yourself  to  the  mass  media.

Elliott's  students  were  inter- 
ested in  this  material  before 
enrolling  in  his  classes.  For 
those  students,  he  sought  to 
retain  their  interest.  For  those 
who  were  not  interested  he 
sought  to  expose  them  to  the 
ideas  of  telecommunications. 
He  liked  to  give  them  direction. 
He  felt  that  he  was  more 
interested  in  the  material  than 
all  those  who  took  his  classes 
and  wanted  to  convey  this  to 
others  and  use  his  interest  as  a 
means  to  teach  his  classes  more 
effectively. 

He  felt  he  kept  his  students 
motivated  by  making  the 
subject  matter  interesting. 
Therefore,  he  portrayed  tele- 
communications as  a  part  of  the 
real  world,  hoping  to  convey 
the  real  world  applications  of 
the  material. 

Journalism  major  sophomore 
Richard  Stein  also  applaudeci 
Dr.  Elliott's  methods.  "Dr. 
Elliott's  teaching  style  is  a 
mixture  of  verbal  instruction 
and  video  presentations.  He 
kept  the  students  motivated  by 
relating  the  material  to  all  of 
us,"  Stein  explained.  "\  think 
that  Dr.  Elliott's  personal 
knowledge  as  a  journalist  and 


as  a  researcher  in  Belize  gave 
the  class  that  extra  dimension  of 
reality.  By  relating  to  us  as 
students  and  as  future  gradu- 
ates— many  in  communica- 
tions— Dr.  Elliott  relayed  the 
material  he  best  way  possible." 

Dr.  Elliott  characterized  his 
teaching  style  as  straight 
forward,  feeling  he  had  a  good 
grasp  on  what  people  can  do, 
therefore  gaining  participation 
in  the  classroom. 

For  his  time  at  Bradley,  Dr. 
Elliott  would  like  to  "help 
people  all  the  way  through 
school."  He  would  like  to  learn 
how  to  give  great  advice  to  help 
students  move  in  the  right 
direction.  "So  many  students 
come  here  and  have  no  idea 
what  they  want  to  do,"  he 
explained.  "1  want  to  help 
them  figure  this  out,  and  I  want 
to  see  people  go  on  and  achieve 
their  potential." 

"I  don't  want  to  just  teach 
the  students,  1  want  to  help 
them  in  every  wav  possible."

Classroom  walls  could  not 
limit  the  learning  in  the  College 
of  Education  and  Health 
Sciences,  where  degree  pro- 
grams were  characterized  by

learning  experiences. 

The  College  continued  its 
tradition  of  excellence,  prepar- 
ing students  for  the  twenty-first 
century  in  a  variety  of  human 
services  fields. 

The  College  of  EHS  was  best 
identified  by  its  caring  faculty, 
curricula  comprised  of  positive 
practical  experience,  and  a 
student  body  dedicated  to 
success  in  their  futures. 

Undergraduate  degree 
programs  offered  included 
teacher  education,  nursing, 
physical  therapy,  home  eco- 
nomics, dietetics,  and  fashion 
merchandising. 

The  college  worked  to 
prepare  qualified  professionals 
with  the  knowledge  and 
capabilities  to  serve  others  and 
to  continue  in  a  pattern  of 
lifelong  learning  and  profes- 
sional growth.

Students  in  education  had 
the  opportunity  to  major  in  a 
second  field,  or  to  specialize  in 
the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  for 
early  childhood  and  elementary 
majors. 

For  students  who  wished  to 
earn  certification  to  teach  in  a 
secondary  education  setting,  a 
second  major  in  the  student's 
prospective  teaching  field  was 
required. 

Teaching  fields  offered 
included  art,  biology,  chemis- 
try, geological  sciences,  physics, 
journalism,  speech,  theatre  arts, 
English,  French,  German, 
Spanish,  history,  political 
science,  home  economics, 
mathematics,  and  psychology.

Other  students  chose  to 
concentrate  their  efforts  in  a 
health-related  field. 

Nursing,  family  and  con- 
sumer sciences,  and  physical 
therapy  programs  offered 
practical  service  skills  with 
practical  learning  processes 
and  experiences  along  the 
way. 

Students  in  both  health 
sciences  and  in  teacher 
education  programs  com- 
bined the  use  of  technology, 
clinical  experiences,  and  their 
own  learning  and  applied 
research  to  foster  and  enhance 
their  growth  as  pre-profes- 
sionals. 

In  any  given  semester,  three 
quarters  of  the  students  in  the 
college  were  working  in  profes- 
sional settings  in  field  experi- 
ences. 

This  hands-on  learning 
experience  right  from  the 
beginning  allowed  students  of 
the  College  to  apply  classroom 
knowledge  and  to  develop 
professional  skills.

Mock  Trial  Meets  with  Success 


After  a  grueling  three-day 
ordeal  consisting  of  emo- 
tional testimonials  and  crafty 
legalese  spoken  with  text- 
book perfection,  Bradley 
University's  mock  trial  team 
came  away  with  a  seventh 
place  finish  from  among  the 
64  teams  labeled  as  the  best 
in  the  country.

Held  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,, 
from  April  4-6,  the  tourna- 
ment took  place  in  an  actual 
courthouse  in  front  of  real- 
life  judges.  With  wins 
against  Dartmouth  College 
and  Iowa  State  University,  as 
well  as  a  tie  with  the  previ- 
ously undefeated  Yale 
University,  team  members 
proved  that  they  truly  did 
belong  among  the  select  pool 
of  competitors.  Unfortu- 
nately, when  the  time  came 
to  compete  against  Howard, 
the  team  was  selected  to 
represent  the  prosecution, 
which  proved  to  be  the  more 


difficult  of  the  two  sides  to 
pursue. 

In  each  case,  the  atmo- 
sphere is  kept  as  close  to 
reality  as  possible.  Partici- 
pants represent  attorneys 
and  witnesses  as  if  they  were 
trying  a  real  case. 

A  typical  round  involves 
six  members  of  the  team; 
three  act  as  attorneys,  while 
the  other  three  serve  as 
witnesses  for  the  same  side. 
Hours  of  preparation  by  the 
Bradley  team  eventually  led 
to  the  performance  that 
resulted  in  their  success. 

For  his  performance 
during  the  national  tourna- 
ment, senior  J.D.  Rowe  was 
named  an  outstanding 
witness — one  of  twenty 
recipients  out  of  the  400 
ehgible  student  witnesses  to 
compete. 

While  losing  two  members 
for  the  1998  competition,  the 
team  had  high  hopes  of 
bettering  their  finish  at  the 
national  tournament,  per- 
haps taking  the  title.

Dr.  Max  Kele 


As  many  students  prepared 
to  journey  home  for  Thanksgiv- 
ing Break,  their  preparations 
were  saddened  by  the  sudden 
and  unexpected  death  of  history 
professor  Dr.  Max  Kele  due  to  a 
heart  attack  on  November  25, 
1996.

Kele  originally  came  to 
Bradley  in  1978  to  serve  as  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
and  Sciences  after  holding  a 
similar  position  as  Assistant 
Dean  at  the  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute  in  Blacksburg,  Virginia. 

While  Dean  at  Bradley,  Kele 
was  also  an  active  member  of 
the  history  faculty.  In  1992,  he 
returned  full-time  to  teaching, 
leaving  the  position  to  Dr. 
Claire  Etaugh. 

In  part  of  a  eulogy  given  at  a 
memorial  service  in  Dingledine 
Hall  on  December  6,  Etaugh 
expressed  her  feelings  toward 
Kele:  "He  was  a  superb  mentor 
to  me,  teaching  me  not  just  the 
nuts  and  bolts  of  administra- 
tion, but  how  to  administer  with 
justice  and  fairness,  always 
taking  the  high  road." 


The  description  of  "mentor" 
appeared  in  the  recollections  of 
many  in  regard  to  Kele. 

This  appellation  was  uttered 
not  only  by  students,  but  also 
by  fellow  faculty  members,  both 
in  the  History  Department  and 
throughout  the  entire  campus. 

History  professor  Arwin 
Smallwood,  who  also  spoke  at 
the  memorial  service,  praised 
Kele  for  "tirelessly  fighting  for 
my  inclusion  into  all  departmen- 
tal and  University  activities." 

Dr.  Chuck  Bukowski  of  the 
International  Studies  program 
commented  that  Dr.  Kele  taught 
him  how  to  be  a  mentor  to 
students  by  example. 

And  Kele  was  a  mentor  to 
many  of  his  students.  His  focus 
of  study  was  Nazi  Germany  and 
the  Holocaust,  of  which  both 
classes  were  often  packed  full  of 


students. 

Additionally,  he  taught 
sections  of  Western  Civilization 
and  19th  Century  European

history. 

He  stressed  the  importance  of 
the  principles,  theory,  and 
history  of  historical  writing. 

He  also  emphasized  main- 
taining a  sense  of  perception 
when  looking  at  the  course  of 


history  as  well  as  the  impor- 
tance of  making  a  decision 
about  one's  own  beliefs. 

To  make  that  point  clear  to 
his  students,  Kele  displayed  his 
Texas-born  wit  with  the  remark 
that,  "The  only  things  in  the 
middle  of  the  road  are  yellow 
stripes  and  dead  armadillos." 

Outside  of  his  classroom, 
Kele  was  always  available  to  his 
students,  and  he  went  out  of  his 
way  to  help  them. 

Whether  it  was  offering 
advice  on  car  repair  or  inviting 
students  over  to  dinner  with 
himself  and  his  wife,  Myrna, 
Kele's  interest  in  his  students 
showed  through. 

His  expertise,  his  knowledge, 
and,  most  of  all,  his  caring  will 
be  greatly  missed  at  Bradley 
and  everywhere  else.

Student  Travels, 
Broadens  Horizons 


My  pursuit  of  French  studies 
began  when  my  third  grade 
teacher  showed  my  class  a 
filmstrip  about  castles  in 
France.  1  was  immediately 
enthralled  by  the  legends  that 
surrounded  the  castles,  and  1 
exclaimed  that  France  must  be 
the  most  beautiful  place  on  the 
face  of  the  planet. 

My  fascination  for  France 
would  follow  me  all  the  way  to 
Bradley  and  eventually  mani- 
fest itself  as  one  of  my  majors. 
During  many  French  civiliza- 
tion courses,  I  constantly  read 
about  the  French  tradition,  the 
300-plus  varieties  of  cheese,  the 
family  sense  of  heritage,  etc.  I 
expected  to  discover  in  France 
what  I  felt  1  was  missing  in  the 
United  States.  At  Bradley,  I 
overcame  my  need  to  "escape" 
the  United  States;  however,  I 
still  persisted  in  my  dream  to 
go  to  France. 

My  freshman  year  I  began 
researching  and  developing  an 
academic  plan  that  would  allow 
me  to  get  the  most  out  of  my 
studies  in  France.  While  study 
abroad  was  now  an  academic 
pursuit,  the  occasional  thought 
about  castles  or  the  French 
countryside  popped  into  my 
mind. 

Upon  arriving  in  France  my 
junior  year,  I  soon  discovered 
that  France  was  no  perfect 
haven  in  the  countryside. 
Before  1  had  even  gotten  the 
chance  to  go  through  customs. 
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security  guards  herded  every- 
one out  of  the  airport  because 
of  a  bomb  threat.  Everyone  was 
screaming  and  running,  and  no 
one  really  knew  what  was 
going  on. 

Immediately,  I  realized  that  I 
would  not  be  spending  my  year 
meandering  around  in  a  dream, 
because  France,  just  like  the 
United  States,  was  not  a  roman- 
tic legend,  but  rather  had  its 
share  of  problems  as  well. 

This  experience  was  just  the 
first  of  many  that  began  to 
challenge  my  previous  expecta- 
tions of  French  culture.  My 
stay  in  Rennes,  my  home  for  the 
year,  taught  me  that  the  cul- 
tural differences  are  often 
subtle  and  do  not  appear 
immediately  on  the  surface. 

For  instance,  professors  have 
free  reign  to  comment  in  front 
of  an  entire  classroom  about  a 
student's  performance  and 
grade  on  an  exam.  Much  to  my 
dismay  and  embarrassment,  I 
was  often  the  brunt  of  this  open 
ridicule.  Having  always  been  a 
top  student,  I  struggled  with 
the  concept  that  school  in 
France  was  difficult  for  me. 

This  situation  taught  me 
courage  and  persistence  that  I 
might  never  have  understood 
completely  had  I  stayed  in  the 
United  States.  I  began  to  realize 
that  any  culture  is  more  than 
just  castles,  clothing,  and  food; 
it  runs  much  deeper  into  social 
attitudes  and  practices  which

are  best  understood  through 
interaction  with  people,  not 
textbooks. 

Through  my  French  family,  I 
discovered  a  new  world  of 
familial  relationships.  Al- 
though very  different  from 
what  I  had  expected,  my  year 
with  the  Walters  was  something 
I  will  never  forget. 

The  Walters,  a  very  nontra- 
ditional  French  family,  had  two 
adopted  children  from  Asia. 
The  father  traveled  a  lot  on 
business.  The  mother  worked 
full  time.  And  everyone  in  the 
family  was  very  independent. 
Only  on  Sundays  were  meals 
even  close  to  the  traditional 
stereotypical  dinner  that  lasted 
for  hours  and  had  many 
courses. 

While  my  French  family  was 
far  from  the  textbook  tradi- 
tional family,  I  still  learned  a  lot 
from  them.  They  were  always 


supportive  of  me  and  encour- 
aged me  to  try  as  many  new 
things  during  my  stay  as 
possible.  They  introduced  me 
to  the  true  French  world,  the 
passion  of  the  people  and  their 
absolute  love  for  their  heritage. 

Although  I  did  not  reach  my 
expectations  of  becoming 
completely  fluent  within  a  few 
months,  my  French  speaking 
skills  improved  considerably. 
Through  travels,  afternoons  in  a 
cafe,  shopping  at  the  town's 
center  Saturday  food  market, 
etc.,  I  discovered  that  there  is  a 
romance  in  France — not  merely 
in  castles  but  also  in  the  energy 
of  the  French  people. 

While  Americans  tend  to 
speed  by  their  days,  the  French 
will  always  take  the  time  to  sit 
down  and  have  a  debate  over  a 
political  issue  or  simply  sit  at  a 
cafe  and  enjoy  a  fresh  pastry. 
While  1  did  not  become  entirely 


fluent,  this  experience  dramati- 
cally affected  both  my  academic 
career  and  mv  professional 
goals  for  the  future.  Unlike  any 
other  academic  year,  this  year 
focused  my  study  and  made  me 
realize  how  much  of  the  world 
there  is  to  explore.  Not  only 
did  1  earn  enough  credits  to 
complete  my  B.A.  in  French, 
France  taught  me  how  to 
survive. 

School  was  no  longer  easy 
for  me,  starting  a  conversation 
was  sometimes  difficult,  and 
ordering  food  in  a  restaurant 
was  often  frustrating.  Despite 
all  of  these  obstacles,  I  learned 
an  invaluable  lesson  from  my 
struggles.  I  experienced  what  it 
feels  like  to  be  a  foreigner  as 
well  as  how  it  feels  to  struggle 
in  school;  likewise,  I  became  a 
more  compassionate  individual 
toward  those  with  differences. 

For  the  first  time  in  years,  I 
valued  my  academic  successes. 
French  was  no  longer  a  lan- 
guage in  a  textbook;  it  was  a 
spoken  living  language.  1 
learned  to  accept  limits.  My 
success  was  measurable  not 
through  grades,  but  by  how 
well  I  could  communicate  in  the 
train  station,  the  airport,  a 
restaurant,  a  store,  etc. 

Perhaps  most  importantly,  I 
learned  that  as  a  future  teacher 
I  will  have  a  responsibility  to 
teach  reality  rather  than  stereo- 
typical viewpoints  of  the  world. 

When  I  returned  to  my  home 
in  Oklahoma,  I  was  reluctant  to 
leave  the  friends  and  family  1 
had  made  in  France.  At  first  I 
did  not  realize  how  much  I  had 
grown  and  changed  throughout 
the  year. 

My  study  abroad  adventure 
allowed  me  to  view  the  United 
States  with  a  somewhat  more 
critical  eye.  I  discovered  many 
things  about  the  United  States 


that  1  disliked  or  like  but  had 
never  really  paid  any  attention 
to  before  my  year  in  France. 
Gradually,  I  began  to  get  used 
to  being  back  in  the  States. 

Even  now,  however,  many 
months  later,  I  still  find  myself 
longing  for  a  French  baguette  or 
croissant.  I  wish  that  1  could 
wake  up  in  the  morning  and 
head  down  to  the  University 
and  participate  in  rallies  and 
open  forums.  Yes,  every  once 
in  a  while  I  miss  being  able  to 
sit  in  a  French  classroom. 

As  these  memories  become 
more  distant,  I  struggle  to  not 
fantasize  them  into  dream-like 
distortions  of  reality.  1  get 
frustrated  when  no  one  else 
understands  what  1  went 
through,  and  most  people  are 
unwilling  to  even  listen  to  a 
short  story  about  my  trip  down 
to  Italy  and  how  I  got  lost  one 
time  in  Carnac,  France.  . .  . 

I  have  found  myself  pushing 
my  memories  further  into  my 
photo  album,  and  I  look  at  my 
pictures  less  frequently.  Ulti- 


mately, France  did  not  turn  out 
to  be  a  countryside  filled  with 
romantic  adventures  and 
castles  popping  up  everywhere; 
but  it  did  fuel  the  flame  for 
what  was  once  only  a  spark  of 
passion  for  a  new  culture. 
I  can  only  hope  that  one  day 


1  can  return  to  my  second  home 
and  still  appreciate  it  for  being 
my  very  first  castle  in  a  lifetime 
of  adventures.  I  hope  that 
many  other  students  will  be 
able  to  experience  similar 
adventures.

The  Global  Communications  Center 

GCC  provides  students  with  state-of-the- 
art  technology  and  innovation 


Although  the  cutting  edge 
technology  at  the  Global 
Communications  Center  was 
sometimes  so  advanced  that  it 
led  to  problems,  it  was  an 
incredible  asset  to  Bradley 
students. 

Dr.  John  Brazil,  president  of 
Bradley,  wrote  in  Hill  topics 
about  the  "New  realities  of 
higher  education." 

Brazil  referred  to  things  such 
as  multiculturalism  and  tech- 
nology, both  of  which  were 
encouraged  and  taught  in  the 
GCC. 

Even  though  Bradley  was  a 
relatively  small  university,  it 
was  selected  as  the  site  for  this 


ambitious  technological  project. 

Jeff  Huberman,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Communication  and 
Fine  Arts,  believed  Bradley  was 
chosen  largely  because  of  the 
success  of  the  Residence  Halls 
of  the  Future. 

The  program  demonstrated 
the  school's  ability  to  success- 
fully manage  on-line  systems. 

However,  something  as  all- 
inclusive  as  the  GCC  does  not 
happen  overnight.  Plans  had 
been  developing  for  the  previ- 
ous four  years. 

The  original  concept  was  to 
build  a  place  that  could  house 
all  four  of  the  departments  of 
the  College  of  CFA  in  one 


building,  rather  than  the  five 
buildings  it  previously  occu- 
pied. 

That  concept  evolved  into  a 
technological  dream  which  was 
finally  realized  when  the  first 
classes  were  held  in  the  fall  of 
1996. 

It  had  always  been  a  goal  of 
Bradley  to  accommodate  all 
parts  of  admission  and  the 
needs  of  the  largest  department. 
The  GCC  merely  helped 
Bradley  to  meet  those  goals. 

According  to  Huberman,  the 
GCC  is  "a  window  on  the 
world." 

It  was  a  project  that  would 
take  us  into  the  21st  century 


and  give  Bradley  "national 
recognition  for  being  a  leader  in 
global  and  technological 
communication  areas."

Simply  housing  the  entire 
College  in  one  building  will 
lead  to  incredible  things. 

"The  chemistry  of  all  those 
minds  working  together"  will 
result  in  new  ways  of  commu- 
nicating ideas  in  a  global 
manner,  related  Huberman. 

Already,  Bradley  began  to 
make  its  mark  concerning  its 
cutting-edge  facilities  and 
resources.  The  GCC  managed 
to  incorporate  what  was 
standard  in  computing  and 
what  the  video  and  audio 
industries  didn't  even  have  yet. 

To  that  end,  Huberman 
referred  to  February  of  1997 
when  the  president  of 
Ameritech  was  visiting  the 
GCC  to  see  the  new  technology 
and  said  that  it  had  the  best 
video  conference  facility  he  had 
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ever  seen. 

Although  the  GCC  is  prima- 
rily for  CFA  students,  Kevin 
Reynen,  the  computer  facilities 
supervisor,  said  that  there  are 
plans  to  open  at  least  one  lab  to 
all  Universitv  students. 

"I  certainly  hope  they 
include  all  the  software  that 
engineers  use,"  said  sophomore 
Dave  Vaughan,  a  mechanical 
engineering  major. 

"Perhaps  the  most  amazing 
part  is  that  this  is  all  for  the 
undergraduate  students  at 
Bradley  University,"  said 
Huberman. 

With  no  research  faculty,  no 
graduate  students,  no  lines  of 
upperclassman,  etc.,  students 
got  hands-on  experience  from 
day  one. 

Senior  Ben  Culbertson,  a 
speech  communications  major, 
commented  "The  programs  we 
work  with  are  the  ones  the 
majority  of  the  professional 
world  is  working  with  right 
now." 

The  idea  of  training  students 
in  "real  world"  technology  was 
a  primary  goal  of  the  GCC. 

Huberman  attended  a 
conference  where  a  speaker 
said,  "The  best  way  to  predict 
the  future  is  to  invent  it." 

Huberman  related  this  idea 
to  the  GCC.  "The  future  will  be 
astonishing,"  he  said.  "And  it 
will  be  invented  by  the  people 
who  work  here." 

However,  not  to  take  any- 
thing away  from  the  state-of- 
the-art  technology  employed  at 
the  GCC,  Huberman  explained, 
"It's  not  the  hardware  or  the 
software.  It's  the  humanware." 

All  of  the  technology  in  the 
world  is  useless  without  people 
to  take  advantage  of  it.

In  the  realm  of  college  study 
habits,  where  was  the  one  place 
that  students  could  seclude 
themselves  for  hours  at  a  time 
to  hide  from  all  other  forms  of 
life  in  order  to  cram  for  a  test, 
but  where  they  could  also  go  to 
be  social  butterflies  and  catch 
up  on  old  times  with  friends 
lost  over  the  busy  semesters? 
Where  else  but  the  Cullom- 
Davis  Library,  often  referred  to 
as  the  center  of  all  campus  life. 

"You  have  to  be  careful 
where  you  go  in  the  library," 
explained  sophomore  Tim 
Peterson,  accounting  major, 
"because  some  of  it  is  more 
social  than  academic." 

Throughout  the  year,  the 
library  underwent  a  number  of 
revisions,  many  minor,  but 


some  quite  charming.  From  the 
summer  onslaught  of  the 
installation  of  fiber-optic  cables 
to  allow  for  the  future  use  of 
debit  cards  in  photocopiers,' 
change  was  in  the  air. 

Due  to  popular  student 
rec]uest,  vending  machines 
were  installed  in  the  new 
"Snack  Room"  to  allow  stu- 
dents to  have  a  place  to  feed 
those  study  break  munchies. 
Also  the  pay  telephone  was 
moved  from  that  same  prime 
stuciy  area  to  the  foyer  to  create 
a  quieter  atmosphere. 

The  computer  lab  portion  of 
the  library  saw  some  changes  as 
well.  Rather  than  continue  with 
wait  list  policy,  whereby 
students  were  required  to  turn 
in  their  ID  cards  to  obtain  a 


number,  the  lab  adopted  the 
same  open  policy  as  other 
computer  labs  on  campus.  If  a 
computer  was  available, 
students  could  simply  walk 
over  to  it  and  sit  down.  The 
adjacent  Reserve  Area  was  also 
moved  to  better  accommodate 
student  needs.  Library  employ- 
ees could  now  concentrate  on 
just  that  area  rather  than  worry 
about  the  computer  assign- 
ments. 

Around  the  library,  new  art 
could  be  seen,  and  special 
Centennial  kiosks  were  set  up 
to  display  Bradley's  connection 
to  its  heritage.  Because  the 
library  was  the  center  of  many 
students'  university  experience, 
it  was  only  fitting  that  it  adapt 
to  the  theme  of  100  years.  Not

the  library  unless  I  absolutely 
have  to."  But  when  she  did  go? 
"Research.  Lots  of  research." 

On  the  third  floor,  the 
Learning  Assistance  Program 
saw  improvement  with  the 
fruition  of  the  parents'  project 
to  ensure  more  tutoring  for 
more  students. 

Overall,  the  library  was  a 
location  meant  to  foster  a  sense 
of  pride  in  academics  and  to 
complement  the  high  standards 
that  came  with  a  Bradley 
education.  The  Cullom-Davis 
Library  accomplished  just  that.

The  1996  Summer  Olympics  marked  the  first 
time  that  women's  soccer  was  recognized  as  a  medal 
sport.  The  expansion  of  women's  soccer  was  not 
limited  to  Atlanta  though;  1996  was  also  the  year 
that  a  women's  soccer  team  was  born  at  Bradley 
University.  While  not  quite  as  successful  as  the  U.S. 
women,  who  won  the  gold  medal,  the 
team  did  achieve  more  than  expected. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  organiz- 
ing the  team  belongs  to  co-captain 
junior  Michael  Raymond.  Over  a  year 
of  preparation  went  into  forming  the 
team.  Through  her  efforts,  the  team 
became  reality.  Raymond  recruited 
players,  found  coaches  and  worked 
with  the  National  Collegiate  Soccer 
Association  to  gain  membership  in  the 
Midwest  region.  She  also  worked 
within  the  University  to  win  approval 
for  the  organization.  Additionally, 
three  Bradley  students,  juniors  Rob 
Moginot,  Tony  Jacobs,  and  Jim 
Newton,  sacrificed  their  afternoons 
and  weekends  to  coach  the  new  team  which  would 
not  have  been  able  to  compete  without  their  help. 

The  inaugural  season  was  a  success.  Final 
standings  indicated  six  wins,  eight  losses,  and  one 
tie.  Considering  that  the  team  came  together  only 
one  week  before  its  first  game,  this  record  was  quite 
impressive.  Aside  from  overall  wins  and  losses, 
players  improved  individually,  and  the  team  played 
better  as  a  whole  over  the  course  of  the  season.  Co- 
captain  senior  Kristen  Neisler  felt  that  the  team 
played  best  during  the  last  game  of  the  season.  "It 
was  very  rewarding  to  beat  Northwestern  and 
control  the  entire  game,  especially  since  we  lost  to 
them  earlier  in  the  season,"  said  Neisler.

Coach  Moginot  agreed,  "The  girls  played  the  best  I  have 
ever  seen  them,  including  all  the  practices.  It  was  a  great  way  to 
end  the  season."  Indeed,  the  victory  over  Northwestern  illustrated 
the  team's  transformation.  The  season  began  with  the  team  happy 
just  to  play,  but  by  the  end  of  the  season,  this  same  team  believed 
it  could  win. 

Some  of  the  season's  highlights  included 
sophomore  Jen  Neisler's  game-winning  goal  against 
Indiana  University,  the  decisive  victory  over  South- 
ern Illinois  University  and  holding  Purdue  to  a  0-0 
tie  until  half-time  of  a  second  game  with  them.  The 
friendships  forged  and  memories  created  were 
further  indicators  of  the  team's  success.  Aside  from 
games,  players  recalled  some  of  their  favorite 
memories:  the  support  of  fans,  especially  from 
parents  and  the  men's  soccer  team  and  coach;  road 
trips,  particularly  when  directions  were  inaccurate 
(which  was  often);  victory  parties  eating  at  Jimmy 
John's;  the  Jenni  Ryan  drill  at  practice,  and  Darcy 
Smith's  humor.  Of  course,  the  season  was  not 
without  disappointment.  Injuries  plagued  the  team; 
players  never  seemed  to  all  be  healthy  at  the  same 
time.  Still,  accomplishments  overshadowed  this 
temporary  frustration. 

The  seventeen  women  who  were  part  of  Bradley's  first- 
ever  soccer  team  were  pioneers.  Because  of  them,  the  foundation 
was  laid  for  a  varsity  women's  team  in  the  near  future.  Eventu- 
ally, the  team  will  reach  NCAA  status  and  receive  the  benefits  that 
go  along  with  that  distinction.  Although  six  players  were  lost  to 
graduation,  a  core  team  was  set  to  return.  The  team  will  also 
depend  on  incoming  freshmen  and  other  underclassmen  to 
continue  what  began  in  1996.  The  team  achieved  far  more  than 
originally  expected.  Regardless  of  wins  and  losses,  the  fun  times 
were  enough  to  make  the  season  worthwhile.  While  not  yet  on  par 
with  the  U.S.  Women's  National  Team,  a  few  more  seasons  will 
definitely  make  Bradley  women's  soccer  team  more  than  just  a

The  Best  Moment 


The  Bradley  University  Braves  Soccer  program  began  a  new  era  this  year  with  the  ap- 
pointment of  Head  Coach  Jim  DeRose.  The  head  coaching  job  was  DeRose's  first.  He  had 
»  previously  held  assistant  head  coaching  positions  at  Illinois  State  University  and  the  Univer- 

■j^^  ^^t/t^^  sity  of  Richmond  in  Virginia  where  he  left  in  order  to  take  his  current  position  at  Bradley. 

a^^^^^k  Derose  played  four  years  for  Johnson  State  University  in  Vermont  where  he  was  eventually 

named  to  the  NAIA  First  Team  All-American  in  his  senior  campaign. 

DeRose  took  over  the  squad  in  the  spring  of  1996  and  responded  by  promptly  bringing  in 
perhaps  Bradley's  best  recruiting  class  ever.  Freshman  Dan  Goldstein  added  a  scoring  punch 
this  season  for  the  Braves  and  to  the  MVC  All-Newcomer  Team. 

Bradley  was  able  to  compete  in  one  of  the  premier  preseason  tournaments  that  featured 
William  and  Mary,  Richmond,  and  Wisconsin  (last  year's  defending  national  champions). 
Bradley  played  William  and  Mary  to  a  0-0  deadlock  until  the  seventieth  minute  before  giving 
up  a  goal  on  a  breakin.  William  and  Mary  went  on  to  win  the  game  2-0,  but  more  importantly, 
Bradley  won  the  respect  of  a  top  twenty-five  team  and  of  many  other  teams  in  the  college 
soccer  community.  With  the  help  from  the  confidence  the  team  gained  in  their  match  against 
William  and  Mary,  they  started  their  season  by  going  five  hundred  (7-7).  The  seven  wins  in 
fourteen  games  was  one  more  than  the  Braves'  win  totals  for  the  last  two  seasons  combined. 
The  Braves  then  ran  into  some  tough  luck  dropping  their  last  four  matches,  three  of  those  to 
teams  who  were  ranked  among  the  top  thirty  in  the  nation.  They  dropped  a  decision  to 
Creighton  (ranked  sixth)  in  overtime  and  lost  to  Evansville  (ranked  sixteenth)  and  Southwest  Missouri  by  a  single  goal. 
Again  their  losses  against  Creighton  and  Evansville  raised  eyebrows  in  the  soccer  community.  The  Braves  were  also 
plagued  by  key  injuries  throughout  the  year  that  forced  Coach  DeRose  to  constantly  juggle  the  lineup.  DeRose's  first  year 
as  head  coach  saw  the  Braves  finish  at  7-11  while  making  huge  strides  and  setting  the  stage  for  the  future  success  of  the 
Bradley  soccer  program. 

Junior  Jim  Rasmussen  was  one  of  several  standouts  this  year.  Rasmussen  led  the  Braves  in  goals  and  points  this 
season  while  being  among  the  leaders  in  conference.  He  was  nominated  to  the  Missouri  Valley  First  Team  All-Conference 
and  also  was  selected  to  play  in  the  college  all-star  game,  an  honor  never  before  bestowed  on  any  Bradley  soccer  player. 

The  1997  year  will  be  DeRose's  first  full  year  as  the  Braves'  head  coach.  He  has  high  hopes  for  this  coming  year's 
recruiting  class.  DeRose  has  set  lofty  expectations  for  next  year's  squad,  having  arranged  a  very  competitive  schedule  in 
the  upcoming  season,  including  two  Nike  tournaments  with  Bradley  playing  against  top  ranking  national  teams.

The  Braves  ended  the  season  with  a  record  of  just  six  wins  and  twenty-six  losses,  but 
the  record  was  somewhat  deceiving.  "We  thought  we  had  the  personality  to  compete  in  the 
top  four,"  saici  Chris  Mahi.  The  team  did  not  exactly  make  it  to  the  top  four,  but  they  finished 
the  regular  season  in  a  tie  for  sixth  place  allowing  them  to  proceed  to  the  MVC  tournament  for 
post-season  play.

As  the  Bradley  men's  volleyball  team  began  its  third  season  in  existence,  it  was  strengthened  by  several 
new  additions.  Freshmen  Ed  Dul  and  Phil  Butera  both  added  their  powerful  swing  to  the  line-up.  Juniors 
Steve  George  and  Jason  Winkler  and  sophomore  Doug  McDowell  also  played  integral  roles  during  the 
season.  Returnees  consisted  of  senior  Co-Captains  Glenn  Evans  and  Corey  Denny  as  well  as  graduate 
student  Karel  Janecek,  seniors  Scott  Trudeau  and  Steve  Haubner,  and  sophomore  Craig  Soling. 

Unlike  in  previous  years,  Bradley  this  season  opted  not  to  participate  in  Missouri  Valley  Conference  play; 
instead,  the  team  competed  in  an  independent  conference  consisting  of  Augustana,  Knox  College,  Western 
Illinois,  Illinois  College,  Illinois  Wesleyan,  and  Millikin.

Bradley  University  recorded  a  stellar  performance  from  its 
women's  cross  country  team  in  the  fall  of  1996.  Records  were 
broken  and  individual  performances  rang  with  improvement. 

The  season  commenced  with  freshman  Mary  Ellen  Hill 
winning  a  3-kilometer  race  at  Eastern  Illinois.  Two  weeks  later. 
Hill  placed  sixth  overall  in  the  competitive  Bradley  Open.  The 
depth  of  the  women's  team,  consisting  of  its  second  through 
seventh  runners,  helped  Bradley  to  finish  second  at  the  UW- 
Parkside  Invitational.  Sophomores  Teresa  Shanahan,  Heather 
Myers,  Andrea  Kirk,  Jessica  Bullock,  Sarah  Johnson,  and 
Tammie  Dowers,  as  well  as  juniors  Kristen  Marsh  and  Julie 
Perenchio,  alternated  spots  as  the  team's  top  seven  runners. 

At  the  peak  of  the  season,  Bradley's  women  turned  in  the 
highest  ever  team  place  in  the  Conference  meet,  finishing  in  a 
three-way  tie  for  sixth  place.  Shanahan  finished  an  amazing  fifth 
place  overall,  the  highest  ever  in  Bradley  history,  and  earned  All- 
Conference  honors.  Two  weeks  later,  at  Newman  Golf  Course  in 
Peoria,  Shanahan  finished  twentieth  at  the  NCAA  District  meet, 
placing  herself  on  the  All-District  team  as  well.  The  best  news  of 
all?  Bradley  would  be  returning  every  one  of  its  top  seven  women 
for  the  1997  cross  country  season.

The  men's  cross  country  team  added  three  new  freshmen 
this  season  to  make  up  a  team  of  eight  excellent  long  distance 
runners.  The  team  was  led  by  junior  Andy  Snyder  who  became 
the  first  Bradley  male  runner  to  earn  four  consecutive  top  ten 
finishes  since  1989.  Having  sat  out  last  season  because  of  a  hip 
injury,  Snyder  came  back  strong  this  season.  His  record  came  in 
the  Western  Illinois  Early  Bird  Classic,  the  Bradley  Open,  the 
Iowa  Invitational,  and  the  Saluki  Invitational.  During  the  Brad- 
ley Open,  in  the  8,000-meter  race,  the  men  beat  their  conference 
rival  Evansville  University.  In  the  MVC  Championships,  the 
men's  team  scored  a  total  of  206  points,  many  points  behind 
seventh-place  Illinois  State  (147  points)  but  well  ahead  of  ninth 
place  Creighton  University  (262  points).  For  the  last  meet  of  the 
season,  in  the  NCAA  District  V  Championships,  the  men's  team 
placed  thirteenth  out  of  fifteen  teams.

Surpassing  the  most  successful  year  in  the  twenty-eight  year  history  of  the  Bradley 
hockey  program  proved  to  be  no  easy  task.  Last  season,  the  Braves  went  15-5-1,  repeated  as 
Illinois-Wisconsin  Collegiate  Hockey  Association  (IWCHA)  Champions,  and  attended  their 
first-ever  American  Collegiate  Hockey  Association  (ACHA)  National  Tournament. 

This  year's  Braves  were  led  by  seniors  Matt  Grable,  Todd  Fox,  and  Eric  Haugen  when 
he  joined  the  team  halfway  through  the  campaign.  The  team  also  had  some  outstanding  first 
and  second  year  performances  to  lead  the  way  to  an  amazing  8-1-1  IWCHA  record  and  a  16-5- 
1  overall  record.  Sophomores  Darin  Mock,  Tyler  Scarlata,  Lee  Mather,  and  Brian  Lokken 
joined  a  large  group  of  freshman  recruits  to  obtain  the  first-seed  in  the  ACHA's  Central 
Region.  Freshman  goalie  Joe  Nahm  joined  Grable  to  form  the  top  goaltending  duo  in  the 
IWCHA.  Freshmen  Tim  Lancaster  and  Jason  Walley  were  among  the  league's  scoring  lead- 
ers, and  freshman  Matt  Coleman  and  senior  Joel  Anderson  rounded  out  a  core  of  defensemen 
who  helped  keep  the  Braves'  goals  against  average  around  2.00  all  season  long. 

While  the  Braves  lost  only  five  games  all  season,  the  losses  unfortunately  came  at  the 
wrong  time.  Four  of  the  five  losses  occurred  in  the  playoffs  and  at  Nationals;  the  Braves  could 
never  regain  their  midseason  form.  Bradley  lost  to  IWCHA  regular  season  champion  North- 
ern Illinois  6-5  in  overtime  on  a  controversial  goal  in  the  league  championship.  The  Huskies 
sent  the  game  into  overtime  with  just  forty-five  seconds  remaining  in  regulation. 

However,  the  Braves  did  have  some  outstanding  individual  achievements.  Fox  set  the 
club  record  for  most  consecutive  games  played,  as  he  never  missed  a  contest  in  his  five-year 
career.  Grable  was  honored  as  the  team's  only  selection  on  the  AU-IWCHA  First  Team,  and 
ran  his  record  to  24-7-2  during  the  last  two  years.  Walley  was  selected  to  the  All-IWCHA 
Second  Team,  and  joined  Mock,  Lancaster,  and  Lokken  in  the  top  ten  in  league  scoring  leaders. 

Peoria  Rivermen  Hall  of  Famer  Bob  Fleming  again  led  the  Braves  behind  the  bench. 
"He  brings  pro  experience  to  the  team,  "  said  Haugen.  "It's  easy  to  learn  from  a  guy  who 
played  in  the  NHL." 

While  the  Braves  did  not  fulfill  their  goal  of  a  three-peat  as  IWCHA  champions,  the 
team  could  look  back  with  pride.  For  the  fourth  straight  season  the  team  played  in  the 
IWCHA  championship  game,  then  attended  the  ACHA  National  tournament  for  the  second 
straight  year,  and  they  showed  the  nation's  top  schools,  like  Big  10  power  Illinois,  that  Bradley 
was  not  "just  a  little  private  school."

When  the  women's  basketball  season  began  for  Bradley  this  year, 
nobody  really  knew  what  to  expect.  In  the  off  season,  a  passing  of  the  guard 
took  place  when  10-year  head  coach  Lisa  Boyer  left  the  Hilltop  in  order  to 
become  a  had  coach  in  the  women's  American  Basketball  League. 

Her  replacement  was  assistant  Donna  Freitag.  Freitag  came  in  and 
immediately  made  this  her  team.  With  five  freshmen  coming  in  this  year, 
Freitag  was  really  able  to  make  an  impact.  Her  run-and-gun  style  brought  quite 
a  bit  of  excitement  to  Robertson  Memorial  Field  House  this  year  and  hopefully  is 
the  beginning  of  a  long  winning  tradition. 

The  Braves  finished  with  a  16-12  record,  9-9  in  the  Missouri  Valley 
Conference,  which  was  good  for  a  fourth  place  tie  in  the  conference.  More 
importantly,  Freitag  led  the  Braves  to  a  sixth  seed  in  the  MVC  tournament — 
Bradley's  highest  ever — and  gave  Bradley  fans  the  first  tournament  victory  with 
the  win  over  Southwest  Missouri  State  in  the  first  round. 

This  season  was  filled  with  momentous  occasions  that  have  not  been 
witnessed  in  Peoria  in  a  long  time.  The  Braves  broke  the  100-point  mark  on 
November  30  when  they  defeated  Xavier  101-86.  A  Bradley  women's  team  had 
not  done  that  since  the  1991-92  season.  The  team  also  scored  90  or  more  points 
on  four  different  occasions  this  year. 

After  losing  its  first  two  games  of  the  season,  Bradley  won  seven 
straight,  one  win  short  of  the  school  record  set  by  Joe  Sto well's  1981-82  team. 

Over  the  holidays,  the  Braves  traveled  to  the  Sun  Devil  Classic  at  Ari- 
zona State  and  proceeded  to  win  the  whole  thing.  Ironically,  Freitag  had  been 
named  to  the  all-tournament  team  fourteen  years  ago  while  playing  for  Iowa. 

Individually,  the  Braves  were  led  by  senior  Tammy  Van  Oppen.  Van 
Oppen  won  nearly  every  award  possible  during  her  stay  in  Peoria.  She  was 
named  to  the  MVC  first  team  each  of  the  past  two  years.  This  year  she  was 
named  to  the  MVC  All-Defensive  Team  and  the  MVC  All-Tournament  Team. 
She  became  only  the  second  player  to  lead  Bradley  in  scoring,  assists,  rebounds 
and  steals  in  a  single  season.  Van  Oppen  also  led  the  team  in  rebounding  for  the 
past  two  seasons. 

As  if  all  of  this  was  not  enough.  Van  Oppen  decided  to  ring  in  the  new 
year  with  a  bang.  On  New  Year's  Eve  against  Southern  Illinois,  she  recorded  the 
first  ever  "triple-double"  in  Bradley  basketball  history— women's  or  men's.  Her 
stat  line  for  the  game  read  21  points,  10  rebounds,  and  10  assists. 

Playing  in  Van  Oppen's  shadow  this  year  was  sophomore  guard 
Heather  Best.  Best  finished  second  on  the  team  in  scoring  with  12  points  per 
game.  She  led  the  MVC  in  blocked  shots  for  the  second  consecutive  season, 
swatting  42  shots  this  year.  Best  also  led  the  team  in  free  throw  percentage 
(.816). 

Junior  Courtney  Spillers  was  a  key  contributor  to  the  supporting  cast. 
She  had  the  best  field  goal  percentage  (.491),  and  finished  second  to  Van  Oppen 
in  rebounding  with  5.8  per  game. 

This  season  was  one  of  the  best  for  Bradley  women's  basketball  in  years. 
With  Freitag  at  the  helm,  the  possibilities  seemed  endless. 

"This  is  a  confidence  building  year,"  said  Freitag.  "Learning  to  believe 
in  each  other  and  ourselves,  and  believing  in  a  new  system." 

With  a  belief  in  both  system  and  coach,  as  well  as  many  young  players, 
the  future  looked  even  brighter  than  the  1996-97  season.

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Success.  Difficult  to  define,  even  more  difficult  to  achieve. 
Bradley's  men's  basketball  team  has  known  success  in  the  past, 
with  NCAA  tournament  appearances  and  NIT  victories.  The  96-97 
team  found  itself  amidst  another  race  for  supremacy  in  the  Mis- 
souri Valley  Conference. 

The  season  was  not  all  sunshine  and  roses  for  the  Braves. 
Ail-American  senior  Anthony  Parker  suffered  a  broken  leg  before 
the  season  began;  nonetheless,  the  Braves  battled  valiantly  against 
a  nationally  ranked  Michigan  team  before  falling  in  overtime. 
Winless  in  their  first  seven  away  from  Carver  Arena,  the  Braves 
were  looking  for  a  win  against  the  University  of  Northern  Iowa  on 
January  20,  and  found  one  in  a  big  67-61  victory.  At  Carver  Arena, 
the  Braves  wrote  a  very  different  story,  winning  11  of  13  games 
during  the  season,  including  the  regular  season  finale  against 
Illinois  State. 

Noted  freshman  forward  Ed  Cage,  "I  would  say  that  our 
biggest  win  morale-wise  would  have  to  be  the  victory  over  Illinois 
State.  This  game  proved  that,  going  into  the  Valley  tournament, 
we  could  play  with  and  beat  anybody." 

Their  second  place  conference  finish  was  enough  to  earn 
the  Braves  a  first  round  bye  in  the  Missouri  Valley  Conference 
Tournament,  and  the  right  to  face  Drake  in  the  second  round. 
Bradley  disposed  of  the  Bulldogs  in  dominant  fashion,  66-47. 
However,  the  Braves'  well  ran  dry  against  Southwest  Missouri 
State,  and  the  Braves'  conference  season  ended  in  St.  Louis.  As  to 
the  outcome  of  the  Conference  Tournament,  Bradley  fan  Adam 
Heisel,  freshman  mechanical  engineering  major,  stated,  "I'm  not 
disappointed.  We  played  well  and  almost  won.  Next  year." 

The  student  fan  block,  or  Molinarmy,  was  a  fixture  at 
home  games.  Students  were  able  to  enjoy  Braves  action  from 
special  seats  and  provided  a  boost  for  the  players'  spirits.  Cage 
commented,  "The  Molinarmy  has  a  tremendous  effect  on  the 
team's  play.  They  motivate  us  and  get  behind  us  when  we're 
down,  and  normally  they  don't  let  us  get  down.  They  are  very 
valuable  to  our  home  games.  It's  almost  like  a  sixth  man  on  the 
floor."  Molinarmy  member  freshman  AEP  major  Jeremy 
McQuality  explained,  "I  love  it.  It  was  a  blast  watching  the  team 
play,  and  getting  the  rest  of  the  crowd  into  the  game." 

Other  highlights  of  the  season  included  senior  Aaron 
Zobrist's  battle  for  first  place  nationally  in  free  throw  percentage, 
Parker's  dramatic  half-court  jumpshot  at  the  buzzer  to  beat  South- 
ern Illinois  in  the  final  leg  of  the  season,  and  the  dramatic  Home- 
coming win  against  Creighton. 

Reflecting  on  the  season  as  a  whole.  Cage  commented,  "I 
feel  the  season  was  a  huge  success.  We  started  off  3-8,  then  turned 
it  around  to  finish  17-12,  second  in  the  conference,  and  go  into 
post-season  play.  Nobody  expected  us  to  do  any  of  those  things."

Speed,  endurance,  strength,  and  brains  were  common  characteristics  of  the  men's  and 
women's  swim  teams,  proving  that  they  had  it  all.  Although  it  was  a  trying  season  for  the 
Braves,  many  goals  were  reached  and  aspirations  fulfilled.  Without  a  diving  team  to  add  to 
the  point  total,  the  AquaBraves  were  unable  to  defeat  many  of  their  opponents,  but  even  this 
disadvantage  did  not  keep  BU  swimmers  from  the  winner's  circle.  Having  lost  several  key 
swimmers  to  illness,  many  younger  team  members  stepped  up  to  meet  the  competition. 
Another  obstacle  the  AquaBraves  faced  was  the  grueling  schedule  that  consisted  of  twelve 
away  meets  and  only  two  at  home.  Without  the  home  crowd  advantage,  motivation  had  to 
come  from  within,  which  proved  to  be  no  problem  for  the  swim  team. 

Senior  captains  Brian  Michalowski  and  Shawn  Ribordy  headed  the  men's  team.  The 
men  completed  the  season  with  a  4-3  record  and  received  sixth  place  at  the  championship  meet 
despite  stiff  competition.  A  much  deserved  perk  for  the  men  this  year  was  an  eleven  event 
sweep  against  Valparaiso.  Some  outstanding  performances  throughout  the  season  were  by 
sophomore  Paul  Shane,  junior  Sam  Thoma,  and  Michalowski.  Other  team  members  achieved 
personal  bests  including  sophomore  Tony  Morris  and  senior  Nathan  Sprenger.  Michalowski 
and  Shane  were  also  voted  Most  Valuable. 

The  women  were  lead  by  senior  captains  Meghan  Gebauer  and  Kristi  Reimer,  other- 
wise known  as  Guns  and  Shade.  The  women  had  an  overall  record  of  2-5,  yet  personal  records 
came  tumbling  down  as  freshmen  Camilla  Anden,  Mandy  Grant,  and  Shannon  McNally  got 
their  feet  wet.  Anden  broke  the  200  Breaststroke  record  with  a  time  of  2:33.2.  Grant  shattered 
the  200  Backstroke  with  a  2:17.0  and  clocked  a  1:01.9  to  set  a  new  record  in  the  100  Backstroke 
as  well.  McNally  became  the  new  reigning  distance  queen  by  adding  new  records  in  the  1000 
and  1650  Freestyles  with  times  of  11:28.56  and  19:00.34  respectively.  A  crowning  achievement 
for  the  women  was  a  second  place  finish  in  the  200  Medley  Relay  at  the  Mid-East  Swim 
Classic.  Women  voted  Most  Valuable  members  were  juniors  Cindy  Robeson  and  Katie 
Weber. 

The  title  of  Academic  All-American  was  also  added  to  the  AquaBraves'  list  of  accom- 
plishments. The  men  ranked  fifth  nationally  out  of  all  swim  teams  with  a  GPA  of  3.13  and  the 
women  ranked  ninth  with  a  team  GPA  of  3.20. 

Highlights  of  the  season  included  the  annual  training  trip  to  Ft.  Lauderdale,  Florida, 
during  winter  break,  the  strong  finish  at  the  final  meet  of  the  season  and  the  good  fortune  of 
no  vans  breaking  down.  Captain  Gebauer  reflected,  "After  four  years  of  swimming  at  BU,  I'll 
have  a  lifetime  of  great  memories,  having  experienced  a  valued  tradition  with  many  friends."

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For  the  Bradley  baseball  team,  it  always  seemed  to  be  a  case  of  being  successful,  but  coming  up  just  short.  Last 
year,  head  coach  Dewey  Kalmer  led  his  team  within  one  victory  of  qualifying  for  the  NCAA  College  World  Series.  This 
year,  the  team  finished  just  short  of  going  to  the  Missouri  Valley  Conference  tournament  and  getting  another  chance  at 
that  elusive  College  World  Series  invitation. 

This  season  was  not  as  much  of  a  failure  as  the  26-28  overall  record  and  10-18  conference  record  might  suggest. 
The  team  accomplished  many  goals,  and  they  played  some  pretty  exciting  baseball. 

The  season  was  almost  too  exciting.  The  team  ended  up  playing  18  games  that  were  decided  by  one  run.  Unfortu- 
nately, they  went  on  to  lose  12  of  those  games.  In  fact,  they  lost  every  game  of  a  four  game  series  with  Northern  Iowa  by 
one  run.  Also,  the  Braves  played  in  nine  contests  that  were  decided  in  the  last  at  bat  of  the  game. 

In  early  May,  Bradley  hosted  nationally  ranked  Wichita  State  for  a  four  game  series.  They  took  two  of  the  four 
games  in  the  series,  a  feat  that  only  one  other  MVC  team  did  this  year.  The  final  game  was  won  by  a  three-run  home  run 
by  senior  center  fielder  Chad  Saalfrank  in  the  bottom  of  the  seventh  inning. 

In  March,  the  Braves  traveled  to  Homestead,  Florida,  for  the  Homestead  Challenge,  a  nationwide  invitational 
tournament.  Bradley  made  it  to  the  championship  game,  which  was  broadcast  on  SportsChannel  nationally,  before  they 
succumbed  to  Liberty  University  9-8.  The  team  finished  4-4  in  the  tournament,  including  a  previous  victory  over  Liberty. 

Individually,  many  of  the  Braves  had  excellent  seasons.  Offensively,  the  team  was  led  by  Saalfrank  and  two-time 
AlI-MVC  junior  shortstop  Jacob  Schaffer.  Saalfrank  was  Bradley's  regular  center  fielder  and  leadoff  hitter  for  the  third 
year  in  a  row.  He  led  the  team  in  hits  (.337)  and  stolen  bases  (13).  Schaffer,  however,  led  the  team  in  just  about  every 
other  category.  His  team  highs  included  home  runs  (12),  runs  batted  in  (47),  runs  scored  (44),  hits  (63),  at  bats  (208)  and 
slugging  percentage  (.558).  In  addition,  he  started  in  all  54  contests  this  year. 

Schaffer's  accomplishments  extended  beyond  just  the  1996-97  season.  He  set  two  career  Bradley  records  this  year. 
His  222  hits  and  65  doubles  were  all-time  records  for  the  Braves.  These  statistics  were  even  more  impressive  because  he 
had  had  only  three  years  to  accomplish  them. 

Among  the  other  Braves,  hitters  who  had  a  fine  1997  campaign  were  senior  left  fielder  Charlie  Griak  and  sopho- 
more first  baseman  Nelson  Correa.  Griak  belted  10  home  runs  en  route  to  a  .286  average,  while  Correa  was  third  on  the 
team  in  hitting  (.314).  Correa  also  led  the  team  with  16  doubles  and  contributed  eight  home  runs. 

The  pitching  staff  was  led  by  senior  Kevin  Priebe  and  junior  Drew  Chaney.  Chaney  led  the  team  with  a  3.74 
earned  run  average.  Priebe  was  second  with  a  4.47  ERA.  He  also  was  the  team  leader  in  strikeouts  (79)  and  tied  for  the 
lead  in  victories  (5).  Priebe  had  three  complete  games,  including  two  shutouts,  on  the  season.  His  durability  was  possibly 
his  greatest  asset  to  a  pitching  staff  that  was  plagued  by  injuries  all  season. 

Senior  Matt  Beck  became  the  stopper  in  the  bullpen.  He  recorded  three  saves  in  nine  relief  appearances.  Beck 
also  won  three  games  and  compiled  a  5.67  ERA. 

Expectations  were  much  higher  for  Bradley  at  the  start  of  the  season.  However,  injuries  and  bad  luck  turned  out 
to  be  the  greatest  obstacles  for  the  Braves  to  hurdle.  A  powerful  hitting  attack  and  close  games  made  for  an  exciting 
season.  With  many  young  players  set  to  return,  things  could  only  get  better  in  the  next  season.

The  men's  tennis  team  started  out  the  season  with  a  new  coach,  Byron  Rabb.  Rabb,  who 
was  the  tennis  professional  at  Pekin  Parkside  Athletic  Club  as  well  as  tennis  director  for  the 
Pekin  Park  District,  stepped  in  to  replace  former  coach  John  Moorhouse,  who  died  unexpect- 
edly on  August  3, 1996.  Sigrid  Rogers  served  as  coach  of  the  women's  team. 

For  the  men's  team,  senior  Juan  Azcarate  served  as  captain  for  the  second  straight  year, 
providing  a  lot  of  leadership  for  the  team.  He  finish  his  senior  year  season  as  the  number  one 
player  for  both  singles  and  doubles  for  the  third  straight  year  and  was  chosen  as  MVP.  Junior 
Christian  Moreno  rounded  out  the  top  doubles  pair  and  was  voted  to  follow  in  Azcarate's 
footsteps  as  captain  for  the  1998  season.  Additionally,  sophomores  Corey  Ehlen  and  Arun 
Jagasia  held  the  number  two  doubles  spot,  having  a  great  season  with  a  final  record  of  15-5 
and  rising  as  one  of  the  top  number  two  doubles  teams  in  the  Missouri  Valley  Conference.

"But  our  number  one  doubles  team  was  very  successful, 
especially  on  a  losing  team."  That  bright  spot  of  the  season  was  the  duo  of  juniors  Julie 
Erskine  and  Alpna  Jain,  who  finished  their  year  with  a  final  record  of  9-7.  As  might  be 
expected,  Jain  was  selected  as  MVP,  while  Erskine  was  elected  as  captain  for  1998.  Also 
standing  out  was  sophomore  Kari  Moreno  who  did  an  outstanding  job  with  the  great  effort 
she  placed  into  her  matches.  "She  was  a  real  spark,"  remarked  Rabb. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rabb  for  the  1998  season,  Bradley's  tennis  teams  strived  to  accom- 
plish individual  as  well  as  group  goals.  With  their  eyes  on  the  future  and  the  losing  records  of 
the  past  behind  them,  members  knew  that  they  could  contribute  to  the  successes  that  no  doubt

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The  Bradley  University  women's  golf  team  continued  its  improved  play 
in  a  season  highlighted  by  several  individual  milestones. 

Each  player  recorded  their  Bradley  career-best  competitive  round  this 
season  with  junior  Gina  Valento  and  freshman  Mary  Anne  Locher  being  named 
co-MVPs.  Junior  Sara  Beckman  earned  the  Most  Improved  Award. 

Beckman,  from  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  turned  in  a  season-low  78  in  the 
first  round  at  the  Eastern  Kentucky  Invitational.  She  followed  her  opening- 
round  78  with  a  second-round  84  for  a  two-day  total  of  162,  good  for  a  10th  place 
finish  at  the  event. 

Beckman's  10th  place  finish  was  the  best  individual  performance  by  a 
Brave  this  season.  Her  78  tied  her  for  the  second  lowest  score  ever  recorded  by  a 
Bradley  female  golfer  in  the  eight-year  history  of  the  program.  Beckman  was 
also  a  medalist  with  a  score  of  40  in  a  nine-hole  dual  match  against  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois. 

Locher,  also  from  Cedar  Rapids,  had  the  low  average  on  the  team  at  87.1, 
the  first  time  a  freshman  has  ever  led  the  team  in  scoring  average.  Valento,  from 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  was  a  stroke  back  at  88.1  for  the  11  events  played  during  the 
1996-97  season. 

Valento's  best  round  was  an  81  in  the  final  round  of  the  Illinois  State 
Classic  and  also  in  the  final  round  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Invitational.  Locher 
had  an  80  for  her  best  score  in  the  opening  round  of  the  Northern  Illinois  Invita- 
tional. 

Other  averages  included:  Jenny  Mishe,  at  88.6,  Diane  Sokolski  at  89.2, 
Corinne  Mack  at  93.1,  and  Liz  Ziska  who  played  just  two  rounds  at  102.

Though  inexperienced  from  top  to  bottom,  and  at  times  relying  on  three 
freshmen  to  fill  spots  in  the  top  five,  the  Bradley  University  men's  golf  team  had 
a  respectable  1996-97  season. 

Of  the  three  seniors  who  played,  only  one,  Tom  Jennings,  had  more 
than  one  full  year  of  NCAA  Division  I  experience.  Senior  Zach  Hall,  a  part-time 
player  throughout  most  of  his  career,  emerged  as  the  team's  number  one  player 
with  a  scoring  average  of  79.2  per  round.  Hall  was  named  team  MVP. 

Junior  Ryan  Blask,  who  saw  his  first  full  season  of  play  this  year,  was 
second  on  the  team  at  79.8  strokes  per  round  and  earned  the  Most  Improved 
Award.  Blask,  who  maintained  a  4.0  CPA,  was  also  named  to  the  first  team  of 
the  Missouri  Valley  Conference  All-Academic  Golf  Team.  He  was  the  first  Brave 
to  be  so  honored  since  Adam  Rosuck  was  named  to  the  squad  at  the  end  of  the 
1994-95  season. 

Hall  tied  for  third  in  the  Bradley  Spring  Invitational  at  The  Rail  Golf 
Course  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  with  a  3-over  par  75.  The  tournament  was 
reduced  from  54  to  18  holes  and  played  in  Springfield  after  seven  inches  of  snow 
fell  on  Peoria  on  April  11.  Hall  led  the  tournament  heading  to  the  seventeenth 
hole  where  he  suffered  a  triple-bogey  six  in  rain  and  40-degree  temperatures. 

Blask's  best  effort  was  a  73-72-74  (219  total)  in  the  Bradley  Fall  Classic, 
good  for  fifth  place  in  the  event.  Hall  and  Blask  also  had  encountered  a  rarity 
when  they  both  had  an  eagle  2  on  the  361 -yard,  par  4,  12th  hole  at  Annbriar  Golf 
Club  in  Waterloo,  Illinois,  during  the  Missouri  Valley  Conference  Champion- 
ship. 

Having  won  at  least  one  tournament  during  each  of  the  last  five  years, 
Bradley  kept  its  streak  alive  by  claiming  the  rain-plagued  St.  Louis  University 
Invitational  during  the  fall  portion  of  the  season. 

Rounding  out  the  1996-97  team  were  Jennings  (80.3  season  average), 
freshman  Jeff  Corey  (81.3),  junior  Dave  Holloway  (82.1),  freshman  Chris 
Marziani  (82.4),  senior  Mark  Chase  (82.9)  and  freshman  Chris  Hruby  (83.9). 
Junior  Corey  Proehl  (81.6)  and  sophomore  Ted  Makela  (83.7)  played  during  the 
fall  season  only.

Ranked  third  in  the  nation  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  the  Braves  returned  to  the  Ameri- 
can Collegiate  Hockey  Association  National  Tourna- 
ment held  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Nationals  were  one 
last  opportunity  for  the  Bradley  seniors  to  show  the 
hockey  community  what  they  were  made  of.  They 
succeeded.  Braves  goaltender,  senior  Matt  Grable, 
stopped  thirty  out  of  the  thirty-five  shots  he  faced 
against  Ohio  State,  but  it  was  not  enough  as  eventual 
semi-finalist  OSU  beat  the  Braves  7-1  in  the  opening 
contest.

Grable  again  backstopped  the 
Braves,  stopping  thirty-one  of  thirty-four  Siena  shots 
in  the  finale,  including  a  second  period  breakaway. 
But  the  Braves  offense  was  again  non-existent.  The 
only  highlight  was  sophomore  Jose  Robledo's  first 
career  goal,  as  the  Braves  lost  4-1  after  the  Saints 
converted  on  BU's  empty  net  with  forty-three 
seconds  remaining.  Sophomore  Lee  Mather,  sopho- 
more Tyler  Scarlata,  and  senior  Joel  Anderson  also 
played  well  in  the  competitive  tournament.  Al- 
though the  Braves  did  not  do  as  well  as  they  had 
hopeci,  they  had  many  outstanding  plays  and  plan 
on  returning  to  the  competitive  arena  next  year.

Ct)llogiate  men's  basketball  was  a  lt)ng, 
grueling  affair,  from  the  first  official  practices  in 
October  to  "March  Madness."  in  March,  Bradley's 
men's  basketball  team  found  itself  in  the  NIT,  or 
National  Invitational  Tournament.  After  accepting 
the  invitation,  Bradley  entered  a  first-round  match- 
up against  Drexel,  a  Philadelphia  school  invited  to 
the  tournament  for  placing  second  in  its  conference 
tournament  (America  East)  after  a  respectable 
season. 

The  Braves  faced  the  Dragons  in  Carver 
Arena  on  a  blustery  March  night.  Led  by  senior 
Anthony  Parker's  15  points  and  senior  Adebayo 
Akinkunle's  seven  blocks,  the  Braves  cruised  to  a 
66-53  victory.  The  Braves  held  Drexel  well  below 
their  season  scoring  average  with  excellent  team 
defense.  The  Braves'  future  held  Connecticut,  a 
school  that  many  felt  should  have  made  the  NCAA 
tournament.  At  the  end  of  a  hard-fought  battle  in 
Hartford,  the  Braves  found  themselves  on  the  short 
end  of  a  63-47  score.

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They  were  the  people 
who  greeted  you  at  the 
door  when  you  entered 
your  residence  hall  for 
the  first  time.  They  were 
the  responsible  ones  on 
the  floor.  They  were  the 
ones  you  could  go  to 
when  you  needed 
advice,  needed  to  vent, 
or  just  needed  an  ear  to 
listen.  The  residence 
hall  staff  here  at  Bradley 
was  all  this  and  much 
more. 

"What  does  it  take  to 
be  on  hall  staff?"  Tim 
Wendle,  Director  of 
Residential  Life,  pon- 
dered. "Well,  it's  not 
just  any  one  thing,  it's 
many.  We  look  for  a 
well  rounded  individual. 
We  want  someone  that 
would  be  a  good  team 
player  and  at  the  same 
time,  be  the  one  to  form 
a  team." 

Wendle  went  on  to 
say  that  a  member  of 
residence  hall  staff 
should  be  someone  who 
displays  leadership 
academically,  as  well  as 
socially,  is  a  good  role 
model,  and  can  be  seen 
as  a  responsible  person 
who  residents  will  go  to 


if  tiiey  need  help. 

"We  want  someone 
that  can  get  a  floor 
together,"  he  adds. 
"Someone  with  a  sense 
of  humor,  a  healthy 
perspective,  and  some- 
one that  won't  fall  apart 
when  things  around 
them  do — that's  what  we 
want." 

The  residence  hall 
staff  were  not  merely 
appointed  to  their 
positions;  they  had  to  go 
through  a  long  and 
lengthy  interview 
process.  Aside  from 
this,  residents  applying 
for  staff  needed  recom- 
mendations filled  out  by 
their  Resident  Advisers. 
Applicants  first  inter- 
viewed with  Wendle  and 
Barbara  Carraway,  who 
work  for  the  Residential 
Life  and  Housing  office. 
Then,  the  applicant  met 
with  two  or  three  Hall 
Directors  and  Assistant 
Hall  Directors  for  their 
second  interview.  And 
finally,  the  last  interview 
was  a  group  session 
where  five  applicants 
went  before  a  panel  of 
Hall  Directors  as  well  as 
Wendle  and  Carraway. 

Once  an  applicant 
was  selected  to  staff  they 
were  put  in  the  hall 
where  it  appears  they 
would  work  the  best. 
Resident  Advisers  and 
Assistant  Resiclent 
Advisers  were  matched 
up  and  acted  as  a  team 
for  the  school  year.  At 
the  beginning  of  each 
semester  was  a  week  of 
staff  training  where  new 
and  old  staff  members 
worked  together  to  cover 
guidelines  and  possible 
situations  that  could 
occur.

"We  deal  with  prob- 
lems on  staff  and  off 
staff  using  situations 
that  we've  been  trained 
for,"  Assistant  Hall 
Director  and  junior,  Jeff 
Pearl,  commented  about 
being  on  staff.  "We're 
taught  things  that  we 
can  use  not  only  as  a 
staff  member,  but  in 
everyday  life  as  well." 

Being  on  staff  was  a 
significant  responsibil- 
ity, but  it  was  not  all 
work.

Student  Senate 

A  stong  representation  of  leaders  at  Bracdiey 


The  Student  Senate  of 
Bradley  University  was  a 
diverse  group  of  repre- 
sentatives unified  as  the 
voice  of  all  students  to 
the  campus  community. 
Senate  provided  avenues 
for  interactive  leadership 
experiences  and  per- 
sonal growth.  Student 
Senate  actively  partici- 
pated in  Bradley's 
shared  governance 
system,  striving  for 
continual  improvement 
of  the  curricular  and  co- 
curricular  environment.

Students  High  on  Christ 
has  completed  its  second 
year  at  Bradley  and 
built  up  a  smorgasbord 
of  talent  and  teaching. 
Not  only  was  SHOC 
open  to  Christians,  but 
this  organization  was 
open  to  different  kinds 
of  people  with  different 
kinds  of  thinking  and 
was  offered  to  all 
different  religious 
people.  The  main 
purpose  for  SHOC  was 
to  make  the  Bible  acces- 
sible to  everyone.

This  year,  some 
members  had  the 
opportunities  to  speak  in 
front  of  several  local 
churches  regarding  faith. 
Additionally,  the  mem- 
bers had  the  fun  experi- 
ence of  skating  at  a

Recently,  one  of  the 
greatest  honors  held  by 
SHOC  was  to  host  a 
conference  at  Bradley  to 
which  other  Christian 
groups  from  other 
schools  were  invited. 

Chris- 
tian groups  from  other 
universities  assemble 
together  to  have  confer- 
ences. In  the  fall,  the 
conference  was  a  big 
success  which  was 
attended  by  more  than 
fifty  people  from  other 
universities  and  more 
than  twenty  people  from 
Bradley.

Hawaii  Club 


Bringing  the  culture  of  the  fiftieth  state  to  the  mainland 


When  most  people 
think  of  Hawaii,  they 
imagine  white  sand 
beaches,  surf,  tropical 
weather,  lush  valleys, 
and  waterfalls — a 
veritable  paradise  on 
Earth.

Hall  Councils 

Organizing,  planning  activities  for  residents 


Residence  Hall 
Councils  playeci  a  major 
part  in  the  activities  that 
went  on  around  campus. 
Hall  Councils  acted  as 
governing  bodies  over 
matters  relating  to  each 
hall's  social,  philan- 
thropic, and  campus- 
wide  events.  Board 
members  were  elected  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year 
by  each  hall.  Each  Hall 
Council  was  comprised 
of  the  following  posi- 
tions: president,  vice 
president,  secretary, 
treasurer,  historian  and 
ARH  representatives. 
The  president  oversaw 
the  meetings,  the  vice 
president  was  in  charge 
of  any  committees  that 
were  formed,  the  secre- 
tary recorded  minutes, 
and  the  treasurer  kept 
tabs  on  the  hall's  cur- 
rency. Hall  historians 
were  in  charge  of 
putting  together  a  hall 
yearbook  that  was 
turned  in  at  the  end  of 
the  year  to  ARH  for 
"Hall  of  the  Year" 
points.  ARH  reps  were 
the  hall's  representatives 
to  the  Association  of 
Residence  Halls.  To- 
gether, all  of  these 
positions  and  people 
formed  the  executive 
board  of  a  hall  council 
and  put  on  activities  for 
the  hall. 

This  year.  Hall 
Councils  were  very 
active  in  the  activities 
they  planned. 

"Well,"  commented 
Brad  Rohrer,  freshman 
and  the  Harper/Wyckoff 
president,  "1  think  our 
best  activity  was  the  ski 
trip  we  took  to  Cascade 
Mountain  in  Wisconsin. 
It  gave  residents  a 
chance  to  go  farther 
away  from  campus 
together,  and  it  was 
something  that  no  other 
hall  did." 

"We  had  a  lot  of  great 


activities  throughout  the 
year,"  Heitz  ARH  rep, 
Lisa  Hinkley,  freshman, 
stated.  "The  ice  cream 
socials,  by  far,  drew  the 
most  people,  but  the 
semi-formal  we  put  on 
was  the  best." 

For  some  Hall  Coun- 
cils, it  was  hard  to  create 
interest  among  the 
residents,  so  they  had  to 
be  creative.  Most  halls 
would  try  and  create 
incentives  for  people  to 
come  to  the  meetings.

Alpha  Chi  Omega 


Alpha  Chi  Omega  is  a 
national,  social  sorority 
that  was  founded  on 
Bradley's  campus  in 
1978.  Since  then  it  has 
grown  to  include  over  90 
women  from  across  the 
Uniteci  States,  Mexico, 
and  Canada.  Alpha  Chi 
Omega  meant  so  many 
things  to  the  women 
involved,  but  most 
importantly  it  stood  for 
service,  scholarship,  and 
sisterhood. 

The  national  altruism 
of  Alpha  Chi  Omega  was 
Women  of  Domestic 
Violence.  Every  year 
women  from  Bradley 
reached  out  to  these 
victims  by  donating 
food,  clothes,  and 
money,  and  most 
importantly  by  volun- 
teering at  local  shelters. 

Alpha  Chi  strongly 
emphasized  the  impor- 
tance of  scholarship.

Alpha  Epsilon  Pi 


In  the  history  of  the 
United  States,  1913  was 
an  eventful  year.  Only  a 
^ear  before,  Arizona  had 
been  admitted  to  the 
Union  as  the  forty-eighth 
state,  completing  the 
:ontinental  bounds  of 
:he  country.  Woodrovv 
Wilson  was  inaugurated 
President;  the  Federal 
Reserve  System  was 
established  to  strengthen 
:he  banking  system;  and 
:he  16th  amendment  to 
:he  Constitution  was 
adopted,  providing  for 
:he  progressive  tax  on 
ncome.  The  Panama 
Zanal,  one  of  the  great- 
est engineering  feats  of 
nodern  times,  was 
tearing  completion  and 
A'ould  be  in  operation  in 
1914.  In  that  same  year, 
It  the  School  of  Com- 


merce of  New  York 
University,  Alpha 
Epsilon  Pi  officially 
made  its  appearance  in 
the  fraternity  world. 

Its  founders  were  all 
young  men  of  serious 
purpose,  employed 
during  the  day,  coming 
from  middle-class 
homes,  who  sought  to 
get  ahead  by  obtaining 
the  formal  training 
offered  at  New  York 
University  in  the 
evening  sessions.  The 
catalyst  for  the  founding 
of  Alpha  Epsilon  Pi  was 
the  transfer  of  Charles  C. 
Moskowitz  from  the 
College  of  the  City  of 
New  York  to  New  York 
University's  School  of 
Commerce. 

While  enrolling  at 
CCNY,  Moskowitz,  a 


fine  basketball  player, 
was  heavily  sought  after 
for  his  athletic  skills. 
When  he  enrolled  at 
NYU,  his  reputation  had 
preceded  him,  and  he 
was  immediately  rushed 
and  given  a  bid  by  one 
of  the  seven  fraternities 
present  on  the  campus  at 
that  time. 

This  fraternity  rushed 
the  basketball  player 
intensely.  However, 
when  Moskowitz  asked 
whether  bids  could  be 
extended  to  his  friends, 
he  was  immediately  told 
that  the  bid  was  for  him 
alone.  Brother 
Moskowitz  had  a  circle 
of  close  Jewish  friends 
which  met  after  work  for 
dinner  before  going  to 
class.  Evidently, 
Founder  Moskowitz 
discussed  this  with  his 
friends,  and  they  de- 
cided that  fraternities 
were  good  for  students, 
and  since  there  was  no 
patent  on  the  idea,  they 
would  start  one  of  their 
own. 

The  group  had  its 
meals  at  a  German 
rathskeller  on  Second 
Avenue,  within  walking 
distance  of  the  Univer- 


sity. The  specialty  was 
frankfurters  and 
sauerkraut,  and  the  price 
was  fifteen  cents.  The 
basement  was  open  to 
the  public  only  in  the 
evening  when  business 
was  especially  brisk. 
The  young  men  talked 
with  the  owner  who 
agreed  that,  if  six  or 
eight  men  would  eat 
there  regularly  every 
school  night,  he  would 
give  them  a  private  area 
in  the  rathskeller.  And 
that  is  how  Alpha 
Epsilon  Pi  began. 

Said  Brother 
Moskowitz,  "Our  aim 
was  mutual  assistance  in 
our  intellectual  and 
social  life — to  strengthen 
the  democratic  character 
of  student  Hfe." 

It  has  been  nearly  85 
years  since  AEPi  began 
to  build  its  special  form 
of  brotherhood.  The 
fraternity  has  survived 
four  wars,  the  Great 
Depression,  several 
recessions,  changes  in 
the  standards  of  moral- 
ity, and  a  revolution  in 
personal  behavior  and 
conduct.  It  has  seen 
more  changes  occur  in 
this  time  than  had 
occurred  in  the  entire 
history  of  the  world 
prior  to  its  founding. 

It  has  seen  the  birth  of 
television,  the  jet  plane, 
space  travel,  and  the 
computer.  Through  it  all 
the  fraternity  has  re- 
mained true  to  the  ideals

of  the  founders:  hon- 
esty, courage,  brother- 
hood, love  of  country, 
and  faith  in  Jewish  ethics 
and  values.  If  these 
ideals  continue  to  have 
meaning  in  the  years  to 
come,  then  Alpha 
Epsilon  Pi  will  be  able  to 
carry  its  message  to 
college  generations  yet 
unborn.  It  will  have 
been  true  to  the  ideals 
expressed  in  the  motto 
emblazoned  on  its  coat 
of  arms,  "ESPONDA." 

In  1998,  Alpha 
Epsilon  Pi  will  celebrate 
its  85th  anniversary.  The 
greatness  AEPi  has 
achieved  springs  from 
the  vision  of  that  group 
of  11  young  Jewish  men 
going  to  night  school  in 
pursuit  of  a  better  life. 
Many  times  a  chapter 
will  attribute  its  lack  of 
success  in  part  to  low 
membership.  But  if 
there  is  one  thing  that 
every  brother  should 
learn  from  throughout 
history,  it  is  that  AEPi 
started  with  eleven  men, 
ended  the  first  year  with 
eight  due  to  graduation, 
and  flourished  into  the 
fraternity  it  is  today.  It 
is  not  the  numbers  that 
make  us  great,  it  is  the 
spirit  and  motivation  to 
create  something  unique 
and  the  ability  to  imple- 
ment a  positive  program 
based  on  Jewish  ethics 
and  values.

Alpha  Phi  Alpha 


The  objective  of 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Frater- 
nity, Inc.  is  to  stimulate 
the  ambition  of  its 
members;  to  prepare 
them  for  the  greatest 
usefulness  in  the  causes 
of  humanity,  freedom 
and  dignity  of  the 
individual;  to  encourage 
the  highest  and  noblest 
form  of  manhood;  and  to 
aid  downtrodden 
humanity  in  its  efforts  to 
achieve  higher  social, 
economic  and  intellec- 
tual status. 

Since  its  founding  on 
December  4,  1906,  the 
Fraternity  has  supplied 
voice  and  vision  to  the 
struggle  of  African 
Americans  and  people  of 
color  around  the  world. 

Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  the 
first  intercollegiate 
Greek-letter  fraternity 
established  for  African 
Americans,  was  founded 
at  Cornell  University  in 
Ithaca,  New  York,  by 
seven  college  men  who 
recognized  the  need  for 
a  strong  bond  of  brother- 
hood between  African 


descendants  in  this 
country. 

Those  visionary 
founders  became  known 
as  the  "Jewels"  of  the 
Fraternity.  The  Jewel 
founders  and  early 
leaders  of  the  Fraternity 
succeeded  in  laying  a 
firm  foundation  for 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha's 
principles  of  scholarship, 
fellowship,  good  charac- 
ter and  the  uplifting  of 
humanity. 

The  Fraternity  has 
grown  steadily  in 
influence  throughout  the 
years.

While  continuing  to 
stress  academic  excel-

faced  by  African  Ameri- 
cans. The  Fraternity's 
leadership  development 
and  community  service 
training  to  young  men 
have  made  Alpha  Phi 
Alpha  the  most  presti- 
gious organization  of  its 
kind  today.

Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon 


The  national  fraternity 
of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon 
was  created  on  March  9, 
1856.  The  idea  of  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  fraternity 
was  conceived  by  Noble 
Leslie  DeVotie  and  seven 
of  his  fellow  scholars 
from  the  University  of 
Alabama  in  Tuscaloosa. 
DeVotie  and  his  fellow 
brethren  developed  the 
backbone  of  the  frater- 
nity based  on  the  prin- 
ciples and  ideals  which 
they  felt  were  important 
to  the  development  of 
mankind.  The  motive  of 
the  fraternity  was 
simple:  to  perpetuate 
the  true  and  lasting 
friendships  which  the 
group  of  gentlemen  had 
already  formed  through 
the  years  at  the  univer- 
sity. 

From  that  day  over 
141  years  ago,  the 
national  fraternity  of 
Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  has 
grown  to  become  the 
largest  national  frater- 
nity. To  date,  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  encom- 
passes over  200  national 
and  international 
chapters  and  has  initi- 
ated over  250,000  young 
men.  Of  the  over  200 
chapters  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon,  the  Illinois 
Epsilon  chapter  located 
at  Bradley  University 
was  the  183rd  chartered 
chapter  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon.

chapter  of  Bradley 
University  was  chartered 
on  September  30,  1967. 
From  that  time,  the 
Illinois  Epsilon  chapter 
has  worked  to  perpetu- 
ate the  ideals  and 
principles  laid  down  by 
our  founding  fathers.  At 
the  same  time,  we  have 
maintained  the  same 
simple  motive  that  first 
sparked  the  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  fraternity: 
the  need  to  perpetuate 
true  and  lasting  friend- 
ships. This  motive 
involves  four  key  aspects 
which  we  believe  to  be 
important  to  the  mem- 
bers of  our  fraternity,  to 
the  fraternity  as  a  whole, 
and  to  the  community. 
These  four  keys  aspects 
are  sports,  social,  aca- 
demics, and  philan- 
thropy. 

For  several  years  the 
men  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon  have  partici- 
pated actively  in  Bradley 
intramural  and  IFC 
sports  tournaments.

taking  a  couple  champi- 
onships and  several  top 
rankings.  Consistently, 
we  could  be  found  in  the 
top  three  of  the  IFC  sport 
points  standings. 

Each  year,  we  held 
exchanges  with  various 
sororities,  date  parties,  ^ 
social  parties  with  other 
fraternities,  and  fall  and 
spring  formals.  Addi- 
tionally, in  academic 
aspects,  the  men  of 
Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon 
continued  to  show  up  at 
the  top  of  the  academic 
rankings  year  after  year.

Sigma  Chi 


Sigma  Chi  was 
founded  by  seven 
college  men  at  Miami 
University  in  Oxford, 
Ohio,  on  June  28,  1855. 

The  founding  of 
Sigma  Chi  was  the 
outgrowth  of  the  seven 
founders'  desire  to 
perpetuate  the  ideals  of 
true  friendship,  equal 
justice,  and  the  fulfill- 
ment of  learning.  These 
seven  men  believed  that 
friendship  among 
members  sharing  a 
common  belief  in  these 
ideals  and  possessing 
different  temperaments, 
talents,  and  convictions 
was  superior  to  friend- 
ship among  members 


having  like  character. 
They  further  believed 
that  genuine  friendship 
could  be  maintained 
without  surrendering 
the  principle  of  indi- 
viduality or  sacrificing 
one's  personal  judgment. 

Six  of  its  seven 
founders  were  members 
of  an  existing  fraternity. 
They  were  motivated  to 
start  a  new  fraternal 
order  by  the  injustice 
and  lack  of  respect  for 
their  opinions  which 
resulted  from  a  disagree- 
ment within  the  chapter 
of  which  they  were 
members.  The  chapter 
consisted  of  twelve 
members  and  it  was 
evenly  divided  on  an 
issue  of  principle. 

Six  of  the  members, 
led  by  the  president  of 
the  chapter,  supported 
one  of  the  members  for  a 
position  in  a  campus 
literary  society.  The 
dissenting  six,  eventual 
founders  of  Sigma  Chi, 
refused  to  vote  for  the 
brother  because  they 
believed  he  lacked  poetic 
abilities.  As  a  matter  of 
principle,  the  founders 
of  Sigma  Chi  refused  to 
weigh  their  fraternal 
association  with  an 
individual  more  heavily 
than  an  assessment  of 
his  abilities  in  making  an 
important  decision. 
Both  sides  refused  to 
budge,  setting  the  stage 
for  several  disagree- 
ments. 

In  February,  1855,  the 
president  of  the  chapter 
and  an  alumnus  of  the 
fraternity  met  with  the

six  dissenting  members 
in  a  final  attempt  to 
resolve  the  situation. 
The  president  and  the 
alumnus  subsequently 
determined  that  justice 
would  best  be  served 
with  the  formal  expul- 
sion of  two  of  the 
dissenting  members. 
They  also  determined 
that  the  other  four 
should  be  chastised  but 
could  remain  in  the 
chapter.  At  that  point 
the  six  dissenting 
members  disaffiliated 
from  the  chapter  and 
joined  together  with  one 
other  student  to  found 
the  Sigma  Chi  Fraternity. 

The  fundamental 
purpose  of  Sigma  Chi 
Fraternity  is  the  cultiva- 
tion, maintenance,  and 
accomplishment  of  the 
ideals  of  friendship, 
justice,  and  learning 
within  the  membership. 

The  brotherhood  has 
its  roots  in  the  collegiate 
experience  and  engen- 
ders a  lifelong  commit- 
ment to  strive  to  achieve 
true  friendship,  equal 
justice  for  all,  and  to 
realize  that  fulfillment  of 
learning  as  apart  of  our 
overall  responsibilities  to 
the  broader  communities 
in  which  we  live. 

Sigma  Chi  Fraternity 
best  serves  its  purpose 
by  developing,  imple- 
menting, and  monitoring 
programs  that  foster 
leadership,  build  charac- 
ter and  promote  positive 
relationship  skills, 
which,  in  turn,  enable 
our  members  to  become 
productive  and  caring 
participants  in  their 
families,  colleges  and 
communities.

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 


Richmond  College, 
where  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
was  founded  in  the  early 
20th  Century,  was  at  the 
time  attended  by  a  mere 
200  students,  and 
perhaps  between  a  third 
to  a  half  belonged  to  five 
fraternities. 

Most  of  the  national 
fraternities,  as  their 
histories  now  show,  had 
been  established  simply 
because  they  were 
needed.  The  hunger  for 
brotherhood  was  at  the 
bottom  of  an  unrest  in 
young  men's  souls. 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was 
founded  because  twelve 
young  collegians  hun- 
gered for  a  campus 
fellowship  based  on 
Judeo/Christian  ideals 
that  neither  the  college 
community  nor  the 
fraternity  system  at  the 
time  could  offer.  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  was  needed. 
It  was  founded,  more- 
over, because  the 
leadership  which  was 
rec]uired  for  such  a 


project  asserted  itself  in 
fortunate  ways. 

Carter  Ashton 
Jenkens,  the  18-year-old 
son  of  a  minister,  had 
been  a  student  at 
Rutgers  University,  New 
York,  where  he  had 
joined  a  fraternity. 
When  he  transferreci  to 
Richmond  College  in  the 
fall  of  1900,  he  sought 
companions  to  take  the 
place  of  the  brothers  he 
had  left  behind  at 
Rutgers.  During  the 
course  of  the  term,  he 
found  five  men  who  had 
already  been  drawn  into 
a  bond  of  an  informal 
fellowship,  and  he  urged 
them  to  join  him  in 
applying  for  a  charter  at 
Richmond  College. 
They  agreed,  and  the 
request  for  a  charter  was 
forwarded  to  the  na- 
tional headquarters,  only 
to  meet  with  refusal 
because  the  headquar- 
ters felt  that  Richmond 
College,  as  any  college 
with  less  than  300 


students,  was  too  small 
for  the  establishment  of 
a  chapter. 

Wanting  to  maintain 
their  fellowship,  the  six 
men  decided  to  form 
their  own  local  frater- 
nity. Of  the  six,  Jenkens 
was  the  only  one  who 
really  knew  what  a 
fraternity  was,  so  the 
task  of  drawing  the 
plans  for  the  new 
fraternity  fell  to  him. 

Early  records  de- 
scribed young  Jenkens' 
thorough  search  for  a 
philosophy  upon  which 
the  new  college  frater- 
nity could  be  built.  He 
discovered  in  the  Bible 
what  he  called  "the 
greatest  truth  the  world 
has  ever  known." 

A  committee  was 
appointed  to  discuss 
plans  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  college. 
These  men  met  with  a 
faculty  committee, 
where  they  requested  to 
present  their  case.  The 
fraternity  committee's 


proposal  followed  along 
this  line:  "This  fraternitv 
will  be  different;  it  will 
be  based  on  the  love  of 
God  and  the  principle  of 
peace  through  brother- 
hood. The  number  of 
members  will  be  in- 
creased form  the  under- 
graduate classes.  We 
will  change  the  name  to 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon." 
Though  the  discussion 
lasted  some  time,  the 
faculty  committee  was 
friendly,  and  permission 
was  granted  for  the 
organization  of  the  new 
fraternity  to  proceed, 
provided  full  responsi- 
bility for  the  conse- 
quences would  rest  on 
the  group  of  twelve 
students. 

Eight  other  students 
were  then  pledged  to 
join  Sig  Ep.  Their 
jewelry  purchase  order 
was  then  increased  to 
twenty  badges  at  $8 
each,  with  the  initials  of 
each  man  engraved  on 
the  back  of  his  badge. 


These  twenty  original 
heart-shaped  badges 
were  of  yellow  gold, 
with  alternating  rubies 
and  garnets  around  the 
edge  of  the  heart,  with 
the  Greek  characters 
Sigma  Phi  and  the  skull 
and  crossbones  in  gold 
and  black  enamel  in  the 
center  and  a  black  E  in 
gold  at  the  point. 

Founder  Lucian  Cox 
reflected  on  the  "broth- 
erhood that  had  inspired 
him  and  his  brothers" 
when  he  wrote,  "As  a 
member  of  an  ideal 
fraternity,  the  resources 
of  every  member  of  that 
body  are  my  resources, 
the  product  of  their  lives 
is  my  daily  life.  The 
Fraternity  is  a  common 
storehouse  for  experi- 
ence, moral  rectitude, 
and  spirituality;  the 
larger  and  purer  the 
contribution  of  the 
individual,  the  greater 
the  resources  of  each 
member."

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The  Importance  of  Being  a  Yearbook

After  all,  it 
was  Bradley's  Centen-
